The tieing up of the Pennsylvania and 
Continental tube plants of the National 
Tube Company in this city, commenced 
last night, was completed today. Count- 
ing both plants about 1,800 men went out 
and both the properties are shut down.

Lord Kitchener States That There 
Are About 13,500. 


London, August 21.—In a dispatch dated 
July 8, and detailing the condition of af- 
fairs at the front at that time, Lord 
Kitchener says: 

‘There are no 
now under arms. 
able longer to undertake 
erations, their apparently inexhaustible 
supplies of food enable them to main- 
tain an obstinate reststance without re- 
taining anything or defending the small- 
est portion of this vast country. 

“The wearing down process is neces- 
sarily slow, rendering the employment 
of a large number of the troops still nec- 
essary. 

“Great patience is still required to see 
the inevitable end of a resistance. which, 
while it cannot affect the result, has 
become unjustifiable in prolonging the 
war and the sufferings of women and 
children.’’ 

Since this dispatch was written the 
losses of the Boers have hrought their 
forces down to about 11,000. 

Lord Kitchener's weekly report from 
Pretoria dated August 19 shows that 64 
Boers were killed, 20 were wounded, 248 
were made prisoners and 9% surrendered 
during that time. The prisoners include 
Landrost Steyn, of Vredefort, and Com- 
mandant De Villieres, father of Mrs. 
Schalk-Burgher,’ wife of the acting presi- 
dent, and Commandant Breytenbach, of 
Lilliefontein. °

Miners of Kentucky and Tennessee 
To Quit Work. 

Ky., August 20.—Dr. J. T. 
Slade, of this city, who was chairman of 
the convention of United Mine Operators 
of Kentucky held at 
Knoxville last week, and who is president 
of the Eagle Coal Company of Kentucky, 
predicts that because of differences be- 
tween the miners and operators which 
seem impossible of settlement no new 
contracts will be signed September lst 
and that 21,000 miners will become idle 
for an indefinite period. 

The miners have contended for a short- 
er work day and other improvements. 
The operators will not at this time dis- 
cuss what they will require of the miners, 
but seem to consider an agreement hope- 
less.

I:verything was ready and soon the big 
weight was attached to pulleys and ropes 
which were hitched to engines furnishing 
motive power. There was a great ringing 
of bells and puffing and steaming and 
running back and forth of engines in 
numerous futile attempts at hoisting the 
weight. At 10:47 it looked as if the 
doughty deed was about to be done. The 
engine steamed off ina very business Iike 
way, stretching the ropes taut, but after 
giving an ineffectual little tug at the ap- 
paratus it backed up again and took a 
rest while some more fixins of the braces 
went on. A large part of the time was 
consumed in pucung up and taking down 
the heavy oraces which kept the girder 
standing in place. 

At 11:4 another try with much creaking 
of ropes and groaning of joints, kept up 
the interest of spectators. But it likewise 
proved a false alarm, 

Not until 2:02 did the final effort occur. 
Puffing, clanging engines at last lifted the 
67,000 pounds from their resting place on 
the cars to about three feet in the alr, 
where it hung poised for a second before 
the break occurred and the great mass 
fell prone diagonally across the tracks. 
One of the cars was smashed like a tin-

The thousands of persons, 
both men and women, who left their work 
to spend the entire morning watching the 
operation shows what great interest 
every one is taking in the new viaduct. 
Standing for hours in the hot sun amd 
smoke iaden atmosphere of the railroad 
were seen all classes of people—the 
casual laborer, stopping for a moment to 
see what was going on, ordinary pedes- 
trians pausing near the scene to gratify 4 
passing curiosity, women interrupting 
their shopping to share in the general ex- 
citement, and even prominent business 
men who took hours from their offices 
to see the great sight. 

Lifting up this enormous weight will be, 
in fact, the biggest pure!y mechanical feat 
ever seen in Atlanta. The girders are 
the heaviest single pieces of construction 
materal] ever brouveht into the city. 

During the operation policemen barred 
passage across the remaining open side- 
walk along the west side of the viaduct 
work. For the first time since the struc- 
ture was begun the public was denied this 
crosstown passage, and then it was vnly 
for their own protection.

HAS GIVEN MUCH TROUBLE

and Receive Booze Without 
Seeing Any One—Card of a 
Minister to the Of- 
ficers. 


Monroe, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 
Four miles southeast of Monroe, at a 
cross roads village known as Aycock’s, 
there is an unpainted, unpretentious 
store. house 15 by 40 feet in di- 
mension. From the side of this store 
house, connected by wall with no open- 
ing. is an L 8 by 10 feet which 
has already figured in the law books 
of Georgia and bids fair to be made 
famous in the days that are to come. 
This mysterious room fs the lair of per- 
haps the most notorious blind tiger in 
the state. It is sometimes called ‘‘Ay- 
cock’s Tiger,”’ but its more classical name 
ls ‘““‘Woodall’s Tiger,’’ and attached to 
this name is a story of wonderful interest 
accounting for the existence of this 
place. 

Fifty yards west of this building. 
across the road, is the home place of 
G. W. Aycock, a man of some property 
and prominence. With him resides his 
son, G. W. Aycock, Jr., and M. 8S. Ay- 
‘cock is the storekeeper and a brother 
.of G. W. Aycock, Sr. Other than an al- 
‘leged connection with this tiger the 
Messrs. Aycock conduct themselves in 
an upright way, pay their debts prompt- 
‘ly and are generally considered honest 
men. G. W. Aycock, Sr., is a govern- 
ment distiller and owns the property 
surrounding the tiger. These men ac- 
coumt for the tiger by saying that J. B. 
Woodall, a stranger, came here several 
years ago and procured a written lease 
on the tiger building. This lease was 
executed in the presence of a justice of 
the ace of this county and several 
witnésses are always produced when a 
trfal is had who swear to seeing Woodall 
when here, though he has been seen but 
this once. The lease was carried by the 
stranger to the clerk of the superior 
court and by him duly recorded and 
Woodall has since been seen no more. 

Whether or not the Messrs. Aycock 
have any connection with this dirty hole, 


they do not deny its presence’ or its.

attention to one of the greatest agencies 
of crime ever invented by the devil for 
the destruction of property and happi- 
ness of our homes—the so-called Aycock 
tiger, located in Walton county. and in 
less than a quarter of a mile of Harmony 
¢eburch. 

*T have stood and earnestly pleaded 

for temperance and sobriety for eleven 
years, even under the shadow of this 
gangway to hell. I have never been 
ersonal in my preaching, but acted 
indly toward all. I have waited pa- 
tlently for these many years, hoping 
our citizens would aid our honorable of- 
ficers in breaking up this blind devil, but 
patience has ceased to be a virtue. I, 
therefore, pray that your. honorable 
body, the grand jury, the solicitor, jude 
and jury do all in your power, in the 
sight of law and justice, to convict, pun- 
ish and exterminate from our county 
this damnable traffic. 

“TInless this is, done, as a citizen and 
pastor of the church, I therefore give due 
notice that the citizens of Walton county, 
unmasked, in open daylight. with proper 
authority, will proceed to cut down and 
remove contents of the so-called Ay- 
cock tiger with indignation and disgust, 
having waited so long under shame and 


,disgrace to law-abiding people.” 


Rev. T. E. McCutchen, the author of the 
card, is one of the most prominent and 
best beloved ministers in the county. He 
has done a wonderful work for good 
throughout this section and has the repu- 
tation of doing just what he says he will 
do. The Alvoca church is composed of 
the best people in the county and their 
indorsement adds great strength to the 
movement. 

Three years ago a negro, Burrell 
Thompson, was convicted of operating 
‘the tiger. On appeal to the supreme court 
Justice Little rendered the decision in 
which the manner of operation is inter- 
estingly set forth (109 Georgia, page 273). 

“It appears from the evidence that in 
the county of Walton, in a room connect- 
ed with a storehouse, there was con- 
stantly and notoriously carried on, con- 
trary to the law, repeated sales of spirit- 
uous liquors. The method of procuring 
such liquors, on the part of the public, 
es detailed in the brief of evidence, was 
that there was a hole in a partition large 
enough to put a bottle or a jug in it; that 
when a person went to that hole and 
knocked on the partition and put in his 
Bottle or jug, together with a sum of 
money, the bottle or jug would in a very 
short time be returned and placed in front 
of the hole, with such a quantity of liquor 
as the money deposited would pay for. 
This was done by some person in the 
room, and no opportunity was afforded 
to the person purchasing to see the face 
of the one who furnished the liquor. An 
exceedingly lax administration of the 
criminal law is shown in the fact that 
sales conducted in this manner were al- 
lowed to go on month after month, in 
open violation of the statute. The evi- 
dence shows that this place was habitu- 
ally visited by people, was notorious and 
was, in effect, but a clumsy con¢ealment 
of the identity of the persons making

MANY COMPLAINTS OF RUST 


In Nortkern Georgia, However, the 
Crop Is Doing Well—Some 
Picking Being Done. 


The crop report for week ending Mon- 
day, August 19, 1901, issued by Section D!- 
rector J. B. Marbury, of the weather 
bureau, is as follows:

‘HARMONY COMMITTEE MUST 
FIRST AGREE ON QUESTIONS 


Its Work Will Be Finished in Four 
or Five Days, and When Con- 
vention Reassembles the 
Work Will Be Rushed 
Through. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 20.—(Special.) 
The constitutional convention has taken 
a recess till next Wednesday, August 28. 
It is calculated that the committee on 
harmony will be ready with the constitu- 
tion as a whole and that it can be finished 
in four days, so as to bring final ad- 
journment on Saturday week. An cffort 
Was made to cut off all amendments on 
final consideration: except by consent of 
two-thirds, but a good many delegates 
still hope to get in their measures and, 
besides, there is a general feeling that a 
week's time to think it over may show 
weak places to be strengthened, and the 
motion was voted down. 

The article on corporations was com- 
pleted, only one change being made in 
the concluding sections by the adoption 
of the Georgia section on railroad rebates. 
The clause allowing Shelby county to 
vote on a branch court house at Vincent 
was stricken out. 

At present the succession to the gov- 
-~ernorship is confined to the president of 
the senate and speaker of the house. 
President of the Senate Jelks is governor, 
and Speaker Pettus is dead. “To avoid an 
interregnum, if anything should happen 
to Governor Jelks, an independent ordi- 
nance was adopted and put into effect giv- 
ing the succession temporarily to the 
president pro tem. of the senate, speak- 
er pro tem. of the house, attorney general, 
auditor, secretary of state and treasurer. 

Judge Cobb, of Macon, was given the 
contract to index the stenographic report 
for $100. The power was conferred on 
judges to exclude, in trials for rape and 
criminal assault, everybody from the 
court house, except witnesses and the offi- 
cers. 

Repeated attempts were made to get 
through the Watts ordinance, or some- 
thing similar, confining the right to hold 
office to white men, but all motions were 
tabled. 

In response to a request tonight for an 
interview on the work of the constitution- 
al convention, Governor Jelks said that he 
thought it is a great improvement on the 
old constitution. 

“T will give it my hearty support,” said 
the governor. ‘The reaction has come, 
and is rapidly growing in popular favor. 
I do not anticipate that there will be 
any difficulty about the ratification.”’ 

Members of the state democratic com- 
mittee have been notified that they will 
be called together at an early day. State 
Chairman Lowe says the exact date of 
the meeting will be determined by the 
date of final adjournment. The idea 
among the leaders is to meet promptly, 
make ratification a party measure and 
—_ the campaign rapidly and confident- 
y.

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[KILLING OF JESSE BBACH 


| Negro Desperado Shot Down by One 


of His Own Race. 


TOOK POSSESSION OF sTORE 


Sat Down on a Box Outside of Build- 
ing and Fired at Passers-By. 
Another Negro Killed Him. 


Selma, Ala., August 20.—(Special.)}—Jes- 
se Beach, a negro desperado, who was 
wanted in Memphis, Tenn., for murder 
and several other smaller crimes, was 
killed at Berlin, about 20 miles from 
here, late yesterday evening by a negro 
named George Hunter, after defying a 
number of white men. The negro, 
Beach, was born and reared near Berlin, 
but for a number of years has been 
working 6n steamboats on the Mississip- 
pi river. Several weeks ago he came 
back to Berlin and soon began bragging 
among the negroes that he was wanted 
in several cities for crimes that he had 
committed. A week ago he went to J. 
E. Minter, who runs the postoffice and 
store at that place, and gave him the ad- 
dress of a negro woman in Memphis and 
asked him to write to her to send him 
his trunk. Minter had heard of the 
negro’s talk, and, instead of writing the 
woman, wrote to the chief of police, and 
word came that he was wanted for mur- 
der, 

Yesterday morning Beach went to the 
store and very insultingly asked for his 
mail. Minter, instead of giving him any, 
told him to consider himself under ar- 
rest. The negro swore he would not be 
taken and began to pull his pistol. when 
several men in the store jumped on him 
and overpowered him and tied his hands 
with a plow line and sat him over in a 
corner of the store. 

With his fingers, Beach untied the 
rope, and, before any gne knew it, grab- 
bed a Winchester rifle and ran every- 
body out of the store and began shooting 
at them. One man, who hid himself 
when he saw the negro flourish the rifle, 
came from his place of concealment 
while the negro was running the other 
way and the negro turned and shot at 
him, the ball just grazing his face. The 
negro then took a seat on a box in front 
of the store and whenever anybody show- 
ed themselves he took a shot at them. 
Several received slight wounds, but were 
not seriously hurt. This was kept up by 
the negro desperado for about half an 
hour, when a negro named George Hun- 
ter came riding up the other side of the 
store with a double-barreled shotgun 
loaded with buckshot across the pummel 
of his saddle. Minter requested Hunter 
to shoot the negro with the winchester. 
The negro desperado heard the request, 
turned and began shooting at the man. 
Hunter raised his gun to his shoulder 
‘and fired. The lodd of buckshot entered 
the negro’s heart and killed him in- 
stantly. 
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HIS NECK BROKEN BY A KEG. 


Another Negro Threw Empty Vessel 
Out of Back Door. 

Asheville, N. C., August 20.—(Special.)— 
Sam Roberts, a negro, had his neck 
broken last night by a beer keg. A 
negro porter threw an empty beer keg 
out the back door just as Roberts step- 
ped from under the back stairway. It 
was purely an accident, so there was no 
inquest.

DYNAMITE PUT ON THE TRACK 


Narrow Escape of People on a Knox- 
ville Car. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 20.—(Special.)— 
An attempt was made late Monday night 
to blow up a trolley car with dynamite. 
The car escaped destruction and the few 
passengers on the car, with the motor- 
man and conductor, -were badly fright- 
ened. Only part of the dynamite ex- 
ploded, and it was due to this, no doubt, 
that the passengers on the car escaped 
with their lives. The car, in charge of 
Motorman T. O. Martin and Conductor L. 
F. Satterfield, was on its way to the city. 
On the car were four passengers. Motor- 
man Martin says he saw something on the 
track and immediately applied the brakes, 
but the speed of the car was so rapid that 
it carried it over the obstruction. A 
loud report rent the air, and the car was 
lifted 6 or 8 inches, throwing the passen- 
gers from their seats.

The dynamite was in a cartridge and 
had been primed and set. It had been 
tied to the rail by a copper wire. 


GOSSIP OF INTEREST 
FROM FEDERAL. CAPITAL 


Washington, August 2.—(Special.)— 
There is a loud and urgent demand for 
the fool killer to get in his deadly. work 
on the notoriety-seeking individual who 
proposes to get up a popular subscription 
for the purchase of a loving cup to be 
presented to Admiral Cervera, of the 
Spanish navy. It is such a clear case of 
sentimentalism run mad that the pro- 
moter of the scheme should not only be 
suppressed, but totally ignored. However, 
certain newspapers and distinguished 
men have been asked to consider the 
proposition seriously and the topic is now 
open for general discussion. Just why 
the American people should go down in 
their pockets and subscribe for a loving 
cup for the Spanish admiral who was so 
ignominiously defeated in the battle at 
Santiago, even the sponsors of the pro- 
posed testimonial are unable to furnish a 
satisfactory explanation. Bishop Potter, 
of New York, and other distinguished 
gentlemen, have been asked to express an 
opinion as to the feasibility of such a pre- 
sentation. With one accord, these emi- 
nent authorities discountenance’' the 
scheme and very promptly suggest that it 
would not only be in bad tdste to tender 
Admiral Cervera a gift of any kind, be- 
sides it is more than likely he would de- 
cline to accept it under existing condi- 
tions. 

An effort was recently made to secure 
from United States naval officers who 
were actively engaged in the battle of 
Santiago their opinions as to the propri- 
ety of getting up a subscription in the 
United States for the purpose of giving 
Admiral Cervera a loving cup. Every na- 
val officer who has been approached on 
the subject replied without a moment's 
hesitation that such a proposition was 
80 preposterous that it should not receive 
serious consideration by intelligent peo- 
ple. 

One of the most sensible and frank com- 
ments on this subject was made by Rear 
Admiral Robley D. Evans, who command- 
ed the battleship Iowa at Santiago. ‘Rear 
Admiral Evans personally is a great ad- 
mirer of Admiral! Cervera, both as an of- 
ficer and a gentleman. He probably had 
a better opportunity to “size up’’ the 
Spanish admiral than many of the par- 
ticipants in that famous battle, for it will 
be remembered that Admiral Cervera was 
for a time a prisoner of war on board of 
the Iowa. 

Rear Admiral Evans says that knowing 
Admiral Cervera as he does, it is hardly 
within the range of probability that the 
Spanish admiral would receive such a gift 
at the hands of the American people. 
Even if the Spanish government could be 
induced to sanction such an act, it is 
doubtful whether Admiral Cervera would 
consent to be a party to such a transac-* 
tion, which on its face is in bad taste and 
entirely uncalled for. Admiral Evans 
says he believes that every American 
naval officer who participated in the bat- 
jie of Santiago entertains the very high- 
est regard for Admiral Cervera and would 
be willing to see any courtesy or compll- 
ment bestowed upon that brave and gal- 
lant officer. At the same time, the idea 
of presenting him with a loving cup or 
any other testimonial is so unusual and 
out of tune with the precedents, it is sate 
to assume that Admiral Cervera would 
not only decline a gift, but he would have 
a right to consider that the promoters of 
the scheme are either very silly or they 
are seeking to make him appear ridic- 
ulous in the eyes of the civilized world. 

Other naval officers expressed similar 
views to those of Rear Admiral Evans, 
and all of them heartily cqancur in the hu- 
mane and practical suggestion made by 
‘Fighting Bob,’’ to the effect that if the 
American people are 80 anxious to sub- 
scribe for a worthy cause and at the same 
time commemorate the glorious victory 
of the American navy at Santiago, they 
should do something to relieve the Ameri- 
can widows and orphans who were ren- 
dered destitute by the battle at Santiago 
by land and sea. He says he knows of 
numerous distressing cases where women 
have lost their husbands, fathers or sons 
in the battle of Santiago. These poor 
women have endeavored to secure em- 
ployment without success and many of 
them are today suffering for the necessa- 
ries of life. Under the circumstances, Ad- 
miral Evans says he is confident that Ad- 
miral Cervera would greatly prefer that 
Americans should go to the relief of these 
widows and orphans, rather than he 
should have bestowed upon him a loving 
cup.

PROCEEDINGS OF SPECIAL

House Will Be Asked To Appoint a 
Committee To Formulate Charges 
Against Treasurer for De- 
positing So Much Money 
in One Bank. 


Austin, Tex., August 20.—(Special.)— 
Governor Sayers this morning submitted 
a second message to the special legisla- 
tive session asking for laws on the fol- 
lowing important subjects: To grant to 
the attorney general authority to with- 
draw from the office of-the comptroller 
of the pubHc accounts such original 
vouchers, papers and accounts as may be 
necessary to enable him to properly pre- 
sent the claims of the state of Texas 
against the United States government or 
account of the expense incurred by the 
state in behalf of Greer county; to amend 
the law relating to minerals; for the bet- 
ter care, protection and maintenance of 
the blind children of this state; to enable 
such counties, cities and towns as have 
sutfered through destruction of property 
and depreciation of values because of 
storms, floods or other great disturbance 
to compromise, refund or pay off their 
bonded and floating indebtedness; to en- 
able the counties and towns bordering on 
the coast of the gulf of Mexico to levy 
and collect a tax for the construction of 
seawallis and breakwaters and for sant- 
tary purposes, and to create a debt for 
such works, and to issue bonds therefor: 
to provide for the proper care and main- 
tenance of children who are deaf, dumb 
and blind; to provide for taxation upon 
the output of oil wells. 

Decisive action fs to be taken in refer- 
ence to State Treasurer J. W. Robbins, 
on account of his having permitted $360,000 
of the state funds to be accumulated in 
the First national bank of Austin, which 
institution was closed by Bank Examiner 
Logan on August 3 last. The resolution 
will be of an affirmative tenor and wil! 
say that the state treasurer has been 
guilty of mismanagement in the conduct 
of his office.

Farmers Claimed That Fumes De- 
stroyed the Growing Crops. 


WENT TO COURT WITH TROUBLE 


They Got Injunctions Against the 
Plants, but Yesterday a Judge 
Dissolved Them. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 20..—Judge Me- 
Connell, sitting at Cleveland, Tenn., today 
dissolved injunctions granted two weeks 
ago in a case that involves millions of 
dollars. At Ducktown, Tenn., $5,000,000 
has been invested in the copper industry 
and two mammoth smelting plants built. 
About forty farmers claim that their 
‘land has been ruined by the fumes from 


phuric acid being used in the process. 
They filed suits for damages and cessation 
of the nuisance and were granted injunc- 
tions two weeks ago, the observance of 
which practically shut down the plants. 
Three thousand men are employed in the 
industry, and one feature of today’s hear- 
ing was the presentation of a monster pe- 
tition signed by 3,000 citizens of Polk 
county asking the dissolution of the in- 
junction. The Tennessee Copper Com- 
pany and Ducktown Sulphur, Copper and 
Iron Company are the plants involved. 
The first has spent $3,000,000 and employs 
2,000 men; the last has spent $1,000,000, is 
ready to put in $4,000,000 more, and employs 
1,000 men. Individual damage suits will 
be heard at the September term of court.

Stockholders of Southern Association 
To Get More Money. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 20.—Chancery

Supreme Court of North Carolina 
Assembles Next Week.

APPEALS FROM FIRST DISTRICT 


Bail Allowed for Men Charged with 
Lynchine—North Carolina

Raleigh, N. C., August 20.—The supreme 
court meets next Tuesday, a month ear- 
lier than ever before, and will eall the 
docket of appeals from the first district. 

After habeas corpus proceedings before 
Associate Justice Montgomery here, for 
the purpose of allowing Charles Jones 
and Sam McIntosh, white men charged 
with lynching George Ritler, colored, the 
justice allows bail in $2,000 for Jones and 
$1,000 for McIntosh. There is some very 
strong evidence against Jones.

Digging Graves His Mania. 


Detroit Journal: By his own act of 
feigning insanity, Frank J. Lessnau, a 
Detroit boy imprisoned at Fort Wayne 
for desertion, has brought upon himself a 
real dementia. For the purpose of getting 
a release from the military prison he im- 
itated the symptoms of insanity until 
finally his mind has given away. His nia- 
nia takes the form of digging graves in 
the square of the old fort, where he is 
allowed to exercise. Over these he works 
and weeps the whole day long. 

Lessnau’s conduct during his army ger- 
vice has at times been unaccountable. Al- 
though he has deserted from the army 
three times, he has never remained away 
from the colors long. He enlisted in the 
Nineteenth infantry here in 1897, just af- 
ter coming of age. Escaping from the 
guard house the next fall, he came horge 
and then enlisted in the Second cavalry. 
Without any cajise he deserted again at 
Havana, but.enlisted at New York in a 
couple of weeks in the Seventh heavy arl 
tillery. After another reasonless runa- 
way, he enlisted here again in the Four- 
teenth as a musician. : . 

March 24 he was arrested at his home, 
914 Junction avenue, and May 6 was tried 
by courtmartial and a sentence of three 
and a half years imposed. About this 
time another deserter, Private Broom- 
beck, lost his mind from worry and was 
given an imbecility discharge that his rel 
atives might send him to an asylum. 
Lessnau watched him ¢losely. and, it is 
thought, conceived the idea then of se- 
curing his release in a like manner. 

e became very noisy and strange in 
his actions about the guard house. He 
wrote songs without coherence of sense 
or melody and sang them all night. At 
other times he would pray for hours or 
preach to the other prisoners. The sur- 
geon examined him and found that the 
mania he manifested was simply malin- 
ee and that his mind was not af- 
tected, 

Lessnau continued his peculiar actions, 
but his guards noticed a difference in him. 
His vagaries became involuntary. Of late 
his face has changed terribly and his 
whole appearance has undergone a trans- 
formation. His mouth is drawn down into 


a perpetual grimace, his cheeks are gant 


and there is an uncanny glitter in the 
half closed eyes. His once broad chest 
has become narrow and fleshless: his 
flaxen hair hangs unkempt over his fore- 
head, and a stubble of beard adds to the 
wildness of his appearance. 

All day he works at his little graveyard 
in the shade of the old stone barracks, 
first scraping up the earth laboriously 
with a piece of board. then decorating 
the mounds painstakingly with the wild 
flowers he plucks all about. 

The graves are those, he says, of de- 
parted spirits whose bodies were never 
properly buried; they come to him and 
implore him to make mounds for them. 
Unmindful of the sentries, he holds tong 
conversations with these unseen friends, 
If, by chance, one of the graves is step- 
ped upon, he falls in a paroxysm of grief 
at first, then springs up wild for ven- 
geance. Several times he has attacked 
other soldiers for trespassing upon his 
cemetery. 

At night Lessnau’s shouts often keep 
the other prisoners awake until dayfight. 
It is the opinion of the soldiers that soon 
he will become too violent to be kept at 
the fort longer with safety. In that case 
he will be taken to the military asylum at 
Washington.

Fire Is Not Yet Under Control at 
Philadelphia, and Firemen Are 
Working To Save the Re- 
maining Tanks from 
Destruction. 


’ 


Philadelphia,. August 20.—Five persons 
are known to have been killed by the 
evplosion of the big benzine tank at the 
Atlantic Refining Company’s oil works 
at Point Breeze, at midnight. The dead 
are: 

John McCullom, engine company 
‘49. 
James Ealls, engine company 49. 

John Dougherty, truck company 
No. 9, and a fireman and an em- 
ployee of the refining company, too 
badly burned to be recognized. 


When the explosion ocourred the firemen 
of engine company 49 and employées of 
the Atlantic Refining Company, in all 
about fifty men, were at work in the 
pumping house drawing’ oil from the 
burning tanks, the flames shot high in 
the air and the pumping house was al- 
most completely demolished. The firemen 
who had been playing streams on the 
other tanks then directed their attention 
to the rescue of the men who had been 
imprisoned in the pumping house. It 
Was nearly an hour before the men could 
be reached. Meanwhile a ecore of streams 
of water were pouring upon the ruins of 
the pumping house. The promptness 
with which the firemen turned their at- 
tention to the rescue of the men undoubt- 
edly saved a score of lives. 

Bines early morning the flames have 
spread to five additional tanks, making 
eighteen that have been destroyed. The 
fire is by no means under control, and 
although most of the tanks not yet on 
fire are more or less isolated from those 
that are burning, there is constant fear 
of the flames reaching some of these that 
have thus far escaped. The almost ex- 
hausted firemen are paying no attention 
to the burning tanks, devoting their en- 
deavors to an effort to save the tanks 
and other property not on fire. The heat 
is so flerce that they have been driven 
away from the hose. A device is used 
that will hold the nozzle stationary and 
in a position to throw water én the sides 
of the tanks and the fire fighters retired 
to a safe distance to observe their ma- 
chines at work. 

Meanwhile the oil in the tanks nearest 
those on fire is being pumped t6 the most 
distant tanks. The big cooper shop was 
on fire at one time, but the flames were 
extinguished before the structure was 
,much damaged. 

As usual, the officials of the company 
refuse to give any estimate of the loss. 
Those in position to know estimate it 
at fFom $500,000 to $1,009,000. 

The Point Breeze ofl works have been 
Mevastated by fire on several occasions. 
Eleven years ago a fire started which 
burned fiercely for three days, destroying 
Much property and causing heavy loss, 

. Seventeen years ago there was another 
fire which defied the efforts of the fire- 
men for six days. 

The fire, which began yesterday after- 
moon at the works of the Atlantic Re- 
fining Company, at Point Breeze, in the 
southwestern section ‘of the city, 1s sill 
burning flercely tonight, and Chief Bax- 
ter, of the city fire department. has 
given up hope of saving any of the com- 
pany'’s property. The one hope of the 
company’s officials and the firemen was 
in their ability to pump the oll from the 


tank not yet reached by the flames tnto 
reserve tanks in an isolated section of 


, the yard. An explosion late this after- 


noon carried away the pumping machin- 
ery, and nothing remains now apparently 
but to permit the conflagration to burn 
until all of the oil is consumed. 

In the explosion which occurred this 
afternoon fifteen~ persons were injured 
seriously enough to be taken to the hos- 
pitals, and about forty others were treat- 
éd on the scene by the ambulance sur- 
geons. 

The fire is stil) raging. and is eating up 
oil at the rate of $100,000 a day. accord- 
ing to the estimate of President Lioyd, of 
the Atlantic Refining Company. Firemen 
and officials are powerless. The fire must 
Hterally burn itself out. The cooperage 
shop has been swept away. and in {its 
destruction forty men narrowly escaped 
death. 

The tanks of benzine are going. Farth- 
works have been thrown um to keep the 
Schuylkill river from becoming flooded 
with blazing oll. '

SOUTHERN PACIFIC CHANGES. 


Many Will Follow the Retirement 
of President Hayes.

GREAT VICTORY PROCLAIMED 


Alleged That at Battle of San Cristo- 
bal Hight Hundred Rebels 
Were Slain. 


New York, August 20.—Henry Willard 
Beam, counsel for one of the asphalt com- 
panies, arrived today on the steamer 
Maracaibo from Venezuela. Mr. Beam 
said: 

“Caracas is quiet. Everything {is pro- 
ceeding as usual. The guarantees of the 
constitution have, however, been suspend- 
ed on account of the invasion of Venezue- 
lan soll, according to information received 
by President Castro to that effect. War 
bulletins are issued at frequent intervals. 
General Castro in an interview on Au- 
gust 10 told me that he had a force of 
19,000 men at San Cristobal commanded 
by his brother, Celestine Castro, and 
that he had 10,000 other troops fn the three 
border states. He said that no option 
was left to him in the matter; that he 
must protect Venezuela. Martial law 
exists In the states of Merida, Trujillo 
and Tachira. 

“I am not aware that Dr. Rice, the 
Colombian minister, In leaving the lega- 
tion in the hangs of the American charge 
d’affaires had either demanded or received 
his passports. I know, however, that 
he felt it was impossible for him to re- 
main longer, and he went with the pur- 
pose of communicating with his govern- 
ment. General Pulido, the ex-minister of 
war who was replaced by General Guer- 
ra in the early part of August, ‘left the 
cabinet because he could nbt approve of 
the war with Colombia. 


Proclamation by Castro. 

“My source of information as to the re- 
ported Colombian invasion is the state- 
ment made by General Castro as above. 
The impression I received from my in- 
terview with President Castro was that he 
was fully determined to continue admin- 
istering the affairs of Venezuela along 
the aggressive lines indicated by his re- 
cent actions.”’ 

Copies_of Pres.:-Castro’s official organ 
published at Caracas, which were brought 
here on the Maracaibo today contain a 
proclamation from the president in which 
he calls on theVenezeulan patriots to “‘re- 
joice as our flag streams in triumph*over 
the Colombian frontier—the enemy has 
fled—victory is ours. On the field of bat- 
tle fell 800 bodies of the rebels, their ar- 
tilery abandoned, many taken prisoners 
and their banners torn.’’ This procla- 
mation was issued after the battle of 
San Cristobal and is dated August 8. Of 
the same date and at the same place (San 
Cristobal) another prclamation, issued by 
General Celestino Castro, reads in part: 

“General Gonzales Valencia has return- 
ed to Invade us by way of San Fostina, 
probably, although he has concealed his 
movement as much as possible. Think- 
ing that possibly his advance might be 
on Colon (Tachira), I gave orders to Gen- 
eral Ruben Cardenas, in order that with 
his battalion he might meet the enemy 
at La Cumbre, where I judge the enemy 
would have made their advance. In 
reality since midnight there was an| 
assault and we have resisted the enemy. 
I take all means to drive back the enemy 
with all the patriotism and energy of our 
characters. But in every case you must 
hope that we fulfill our duty.” 

Reports of Trouble Exaggerated. 

The officers and passengers of the 
steamer Orizgon, which arrived from/ 
Colon today,+ said that the repgrts of 
trouble between Venezuela and Colombia 
were greatly exaggerated. 

“We neither saw nor heard anything 
of any trouble while in the harbor,’’ said 
Captain Smith. , 

“I did not go ashore myself, but I Know 
that everything was peaceful and quiet. 
The government had put a few soldiers 
on the trains running across the isth- 
mus, but that is often done.” : 

Colonel J. R. Shaler, general superin- 
tendent of the Panama railroad, who was 
& passenger on the Orizgoa, ridiculed the 
reports of battles and incursions at the 
isthmus and said there was no revolu- 


_tion in Colombia, Neither had there been 


any interference with his road. 
tinued: 

“The fact that I have left Colon for a 
trip to New York is evidence that there 
is no disorder or trouble whatever at 
the isthmus. I read of a battle which I 
know never took place. There were 
many battalions engaged and 900 dead, 
but there were never any such forces 
and they never saw each other and no- 
body was scratched. ' 

“People who do not understand condi- 
tions down there take these stories se- 
riously, but those who are on the ground 
do. not.”’ 

Asked why the United States had sent 
war ships there, he said: 

“Well, I suppose that the cénsular 
officials receive startling information as 
to what ts going to happen, and not 
knowing the people as we do, they take 
it seriously and think that they must be 
on the safe side, and so they report to 
Washington and the ships are sent as a 
matter of course.”’ 


Negroes Among the Raiders. 

Colon, August 20.—The Chinese assert 
that among the raiders at the Emperador 
station last Saturday night were several 
negroes from Jamaica, who, after flog- 
ging Chinese traders, demanded and ob- 
tained $200.

Washington, August 20.—The navy de- 
partment has been informed of the sail- 
ing of the battleship Iowa for Panama, 
She will stop at Acapulco for coal, The 
distance from San Francisco to Panama 
is 3,274 miles, and the trip will occupy 
about twelve days.

SILVER MEN IN THE SADDLE

They Claim That Not Over One- 
Fourth of the Delegates Will 
Oppose Reaffirmation—Sells 
Will Likely Head 
the Ticket. 


Des Moines, Iowa, August 20.—At noon 
practically all of the democratic leaders 
of the state had arrived in the city to at- 
tend the state convention which opens to- 
morrow in the auditorium at 11 o'clock. 

The convention will place in nomination 
@ candidate for governor, lieutenant gov- 
ernor, railroad commissioner and supreme 
judge. The affirmation of the principles 
adopted by the Kansas City platform con- 
cerning the money question will undoubt- 
edly be passed. The silver men announced 
this morning through their leader, John 
S. Murphy, of Dubuque, that they would 
be content to have a simple indorsement 
of the platform without any elaboration 
as to doctrine, and little if any eulogy of 
Bryan. 

Silver men already on the ground claim 
‘that those who oppose the Kansas City 
platform will number more than 300 out of 
the 1,450 delegates. 

Unquestionably the feature Qf the cons 
vention will be the adoption of a plank in 
the platform calling for the just and 
equitable assessment of railroads and 
corporate property, and denouncing the 
republican platform recently adopted at 
Cedar Rapids as meaningless and without 
backbone. 

Cato Sells, of Vinton, who last year 
headed a conservative delegation to the 
Kansas City cqnvention but afterwards 
took up the cause of silver for the good 
of the party, is the most talked of man 
to head the ticket. Sells is a pronounced 
anti-rallroad man, and was the author of 
the antl-railroad clause in the democrat- 
ic state platform last year. 

Sells was United States attorney in the 
northern Jowa district under Cleveland.

Meet in Convention Today—J. Hamp- 
ton Hoge for Governor. 

Roanoke, Va., August 20.—The republi- 
can state convention will meet here at 
noon tomorrow. The city is full of dele- 
gates tonight from all parts of the state, 
and when the gavel falls at noon Wednes- 
day it will probably be found that a full 
attendance is here. The convention will 
be called to order by Park Agnew, chair- 
man of the state executive committee. C. 
A. Heermans, of Montgomery, will be 
temporary chairman unless changes are 
made at the last moment. 8S. Brown Al- 
len, of Nelson, will be permanent chatr- 
man, and Asa Rogers, of Petersburg, sec- 
retary. 

The ticket seems now to be fairly well 
decided upon. Colonel J. Hampton Hoge, 
of Roanoke, will be the nominee for gov- 
ernor. Judge L. L. Lewis sent a telegram 
from his home today saving he would not 
accept the nomination. General Thomas 
IL.. Rosser, of Charlottesville, is a possi- 
ble candidate for governor. Colonel Hoge 
will be nominated by Thomas L. Moore, 
member of the constitutional convention 
from Montgomery. A. P. Gillespie, of 
Tazewell, will almost certainly be the 
nominee for lHeutenant governor, and 
Lawrence Groner, of Norfolk, for attor- 
ney general. Neither gentleman seems 
to have anv opposition. 

For the first time in many years in this 
state the republican state convention will 
seat few negroes. The delegates have 
been chosen from among the whites, in 
pursuance of a policy which seems to 
have been adopted to that end. Of the 
585 delegates entitled to sit in the conven- 
tion nearly every one will be white. 

Among the prominent republicans in at- 
tendance are several members of the con- 
stitutional convention. 

The platform will earnestly indorse the 
national administration and reaffirm the 
principles of\the republican party: ap- 
prove the policy of MeKinleyv, both for- 
eign and domestic; call public attention 
to the much talked about Underwood 
(1851) convention. It will denounce the 
democratic party and the constitutional 
convention as a makeshift, not for re-. 
ducing expenditures of the state, but for 
the curtailment of~-the franchise ag the 
last hope of domination.

©. H. Harriman Will Cut Tunnel 

27,000 Feet in Length. 

San Francisco, August 20.~The longest 
rafiroad tunnel in the United States will 
be bullt in the Sierra Nevada mountains 
of California {f the present plans of E. 
H. Harriman are carried out. 

Chief Engineer Hood has sent out a 
corps of men to make preliminary sur- 
veys and their work is expected to be 
completed in six months. The tunnel 
project, which will involve an outlay 
of from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000, contem- 
plates the boring of a hole 27,000 feet in 
length through the heart of the Sterras. 
Besides saving a climb of 1,500 feet the 
tunnel will shorten the road about seven 
miles and is expected to effect a great 
saving in operating expenses, It is 
stated that with the Sierras tunnel built 
and the other plans of the company 
for the straightening of curves and re- 
ducing of grades in Nevada and Utah 
completed passenger trains could be run 
between San Francisco and Chicago in 
two and a half days, an average speed 
for the whole distance of not mare than 
40 miles an hour.

his was to be expected. Jealousy is at once 
the blindest and most powerful emotion of the 
human heart and is quite as often manifested 
by nations as by individuals. 

Rut no emount of international jealousy can 
ever he accepted by intelligent men as an 
adequate excuse for misrepresenting facts, or 
for crass ignorance of existing treaty obliga- 
tions. With respect to the scope and meaning 
of the Monroe doctrina and the occasion for its 
enforcement, there may be honest differences 
of opinion, But when we come to deal with 
an international obligation, plainly and specifi- 
cally imposed by treaty, that is a different 
matter, There ts then no room for misunder- 
standing and no excuse for ignorance. 

Ry the thirty-fifth afticle of the treaty of 
1846 between Colombia and the United States, 
we stand pledged before the world to two 
things:. We are to guaramtee the neutrality of 
the isthmian transit and we are to guarantee 
to Colombia her sovereignty over the isthmian 
territory. 

In return for this, Colombia concedes to 
‘citizens’ of the United States ‘‘all the ex- 
emptiors, privileges and {mmunities’’ with re- 
spect to the isthmian transit (by whatever 
mode or at whatever time in the future) that 
are enjoyed, or that may be hereafter enjoyed. 
by Colombian citizens. In other words, and 
for the purpose specified, every American citi- 
gen on the isthmus stands on apasis of equality 
with every Colombian pie But this ts 
not all. Colombia guarantees ‘“‘to the govern- 
rent of the United States’’ the absolute right 
of way across the isthmus of Panama ‘upon 
any modes of communication’’ now in existence 
or that may be hereafter constructed, ‘free 
from all encumbrances or restrictions what- 
soever,’’ 

Neither gowernment has ever rafsed & ques- 
tion as to the plain intent and purpose of these 
stipulations. Both have always understood the 
article as meaning just what it says. With 
respect to “citizens’’ of the United States, the 
concession is contingent upon the rights con- 
ceded by Colombia to her own citizens. But 
with respect to the ‘‘government”’ of the United 
States the right of passage is absolute, Should 
occasion arise, it has the right to transport 
troops from ocean to'‘ocean by the Panama 
railway; and were the proposed ship canal now 
opened (no matter by whom) our war vessels 
would have the absolute right of way through 
it from ocean to ocean. 

As late as 1885, when the transit of the 
isthmus was interrupted by a _ revolutionary 
party, our government did not hesitate to land 
marines in Panama and forcibly open traffic 
and travel by the railway from ocean to ocean. 
At that time French interests dominated the 
Isthmus. The DeLesseps Canal Company had 
acquired, by purchase, the majority of stock 
in the Panama raflway. It had likewise ac- 
quired by concession from the Colombian gov- 
ernment large tracts of land on both sidee of 
the road and along the margins of the proposed 
canal, But that did not lessen or oe the 
prior grant to the United States made jn article 
35 of the treaty of 1846, A strenuous effort 
had been made by the DeLesseps company to in- 
duce Colomtia to abrogate that article, but 
it bas failed gignally. Colombia stood firm by 
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vented M. DeLesseps from unloading his canal 
project upon the French government and thus 
averted serious complications between France 
and the United States. 

The situation, in so far as American inter- 
ests are concerned, has undergone no change 
since then. No part of the treaty of 1846 
has been abrogated, altered or amended. And 
should oceasion arise, we are just as much 
bound as ever to employ force, if necesSary, 
to keep open the isthmian transit to the traffic 
and travel of the world and to guarantee to 
Colombia her undisputed sovereignty over that 
part of the American isthmus, Neither Ger- 
many nor France, nor any other power, can 
absolve us from this solemn obligation: nor 
are we likely to be deterred from fulfilling it 
through fear of offending them. In other 
words, it is simply ‘‘none of their business.’’

bill, resolution, report or claim, pending or to 
be introduced In either branch thereof, by any 
person who miereprerents the nature of his tn- 
terest In the matter to such member; or who 
is employed for a consideration by a& person 
or corporation interested in the passage or 
defeat of such bill, resolution, report or eclatm, 
for the purpose of procuring the passage or 
defeat thereof. Rut this does not tnclude such 
service ae drafting petitions, bills or resolu- 
tions, attending to the taking of testimony, 
collating facts. preparing arguments and me- 
morials and submitting them orally or in writ- 
ing to a committee or member of the general 
assembly, and other services of like character 
intended to reach the reason of the legislators.” 
The aforesald doctors then wrote the following 
preecription: ‘‘Lobbying shall be punished by 
confinement tn the penitentiary for not less 
than one year nor more than five."’ Now does 
the distinguished candidate who has very wige- 
ly pointed out the evil ‘‘lobby’’ propose to 
enforce this remedy or get up a new re- 
scription. when he Is elected, or will the evil 
cease of its own volition merely beagnee he 
has been elected governor?

‘Washington, D. C., August 20.—Mr. HL 
‘'B. Martin, Chairman Joint Committee of 
American Anti-Trust League—Sir: I 
Mhave the honor to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your letter of August 19, 1901, 
in which you request me to obtatn for 
you certain information with reference 
to certain alleged ‘agreement or agree- 
Wents between the constituent compa- 
gies and individuals who organized the 
aJnited States Steel Corporation.’ You 
msk me to afford you all the informa- 
Mion that ‘I may possess or can obtain,’ 
nd you specifically refer to an alleged 
rust or syndicate agreement,’ which you 
'gtate the president of the United States 
tBSteel Company. Mr. C. M. Schwab, re- 
‘fused to furnish to the United States 
lindustrial commission when on the ‘wit- 
mess stand before that body;’ and you 
‘further state that your request for in- 
‘formation is to be understood as cover- 
ing any ‘other contracts of a similar kind 
with which you are acquainted, or which 
|you can obtain for us.’ 


Never Was Trust Attorney. 


‘You also state that your request for 
information is ‘founded upon information 
‘and belief that at the time this con- 
‘tract, or these contracts, was or were 
‘made,’ that I was ‘in a way officially 
‘connected with the Carnegie company.’ 
,and you, therefore, assume that the in- 
‘formation which you request must be 
in my ‘possession or conveniently at 
hand.’ I am, therefore, requested to give 
— the substance, or if possible, a copy 
thereof. 
' “Primarily, permit me to say that your 
irequest is founded upon an erroneous 
assumption. I do not know who the in- 
idividuals are who organized the United 
States Steel Corporation. If they are the 

ersons personally mentioned in the 
newspapers as the promoters of that or- 
ganization, with the single exception of

‘with any of them. I never heard of any 
‘agreement between them and the con- 
tituent members of the steel corpora- 
ion. Neither at the time of the forma- 
ion of the United States Steel Corpora- 
ion nor at any time was I officially 
‘connected with the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany. I was formerly one: of its legal 
advisers in the conduct of its manufac- 
‘turing business, but was never consulted 
‘with reference to the formation of the 
United States Steel Company, nor in re- 
‘lation to the sale to that company of 
‘the shares of stock held by the stock- 
holders of the Carnegie company. 

‘“T have never seen the papers or agree- 
ments to which you refer, nor have I 
been informed of its contents. I have 
no knowledge whatéver of their exist- 
ence, the term or scope.

'and the letter of your inquiry. 


Knows Nothing of Agreement. 


‘“T may say. moreover, that I have no 
‘mecess to the agreement or papers to 
which you refer. I know nothing of the 
one to which you especially refer, and 
do not even know tat such an agree- 
ment is in existence. The information 
which you request is not in my posses- 
sion, or ‘conveniently at hand,’ as you 
assume, and it is therefore impossible 
for me to comply with any requests set 
forth in your lIetter. All this informa- 
tion you could at any time have acquir- 
ed through the. usual methed of direct 
personal inquiry, thereby avoiding the 
doubtful propriety of addressing me 
through the medium of an open letter, 
which you concurrently delivered to this 
office..

Tf I may 
regard the letter as addressed to me offi- 
cially, I will say: 

‘Tf this department is under obliga- 
tions to furnish information-to prospec- 
tive litigamts in undisclosed proceedings, 
its responsibilities and labors are neces- 
garily greater than they have ever been 
imagined from the time of its formation.

CZAR WILL VISIT LOUBET 


Parisians Are Rejoicing Over Com- 
ing of Their Ally. 


ONZE DROP OF BITTERNESS 


Due to the Fact That Czar Will Visit 
the Kaiser En Route to 
Paris. 


Paris, August 20.—The Parisfans were 
delighted today by the umexpected an- 
nouncement that the czar of Russia had 
accepted President Loubet’s invitation to 
witness the close of the grand maneu- 
vers at Rheims, and that he will land at 
Dunkirk after having previously witness- 


ed, with President Loubet, a review of 
the northern squadron, which will wel- 
come his maejsty to French waters. It 
is also said that the czarina will accom- 
pany the czar during his visit to France. 
There is a drop of bitterness, however. 
mingled in the cup of joy, and that is 
that the czar will stop on his way for 
the purpose of seeing Emperor William, 
of Germany. But the papers are con- 
soling the Parisians with assertions that 
the interview between the czar and Em- 
peror’ William will take place at sea, off 
Dantzic, so the czar will not set foot on 
German soil before treading that of 
France. 

The Temps says the visit was person- 
ally arranged between President Loubet 
and the czar themselves, through the 
intermediary of a Russian court official. 
President Loubet only informed the min- 
isters a fortnight ago, when the matter 
Was practically settled. He then showed 
them the warm letter of invitation which 
he had sent to the czar, whose cordial 
acceptance was shortly afterwards re- 
ceived. 


NOT TO INCREASE ARMAMENTS. 


Argentine and Chili Have Reached 
an Agreement. 

Buenos Ayres, August 20.—In the Ar-

ISLAND TOWN SWEPT BY FIRE. 


Hundreds Are Homeless and Are 
Suffering for Food. 

St. Louis, Isiand of Marie Galante, 
French West Indies, August 20, via Hay- 
tien Cable.—A fire which nearly destroyed 
Grand Bourg, the principal town of this 
island, having a population of about 15,000 
persons, broke out yesterday. The con- 
flagration is reported to have been of in- 
cendiary origin, due to malevolence. All 
the public. buildings except the church, 
prison, headquarters of the gendarmerie 
were destroyed, as were some five bun- 
dred houses, before the flames were ex-~ 
tinguishd. From three to four hundred 
persons are without shelter and suffering 
from want of food. The governor of 
Guadelupe, Joseph Francois, has charter- 
ed the steamer Horten, which left the 
island yesterday with the first relief sup- 
plies. Public subscriptions are being or- 
ganized at Guadelupe. The loss is over 
$200,000. 


Sultan Forced To Yield. 


Constantinople, August 20.—It is now 
definitely known in Constantinople that 
the sultan’s compliance with the French 
clatms regarding the concession to the 
French quays company and the credits 
of the French bankers followed a threat 
on the part of M. Constans, the French 
ambassador, to break off diplomatic re- 
lations with the porte unless the sultan’s 
promises were fulfilled by noon of August 
19. 

Fashoda Marchand Promoted. 

Paris, August 20.—Lieutenant Colonel 
Marchand. of Fashoda fame, has been 
promoted to the chief command of a 
brigade of French troops in China. 


CALL ON HOWISON TO EXPLAIN. 


Counsel Send a Letter to 


Navy Department. 

Washington, August 20.—The acting sec- 
retary of the navy, Mr. Hackett, had on 
his desk today the letter from Admira! 
Sehley’s counsel relative to a reported in- 
terview by Admiral Howison, one of the 
members of the court of inquiry. Be- 
sides admitting that the letter had been 
receivec, Mr. Hackett would not discuss 
it in any phase. It is the general expec- 
tation, however, that the letter will 
forwarded to Admiral Howison with a re- 
quest for a reply.

Three Police Officers of 


New York Arrested on 


Charge ot Blackmailing Disorderly 
Houses. 


New York, August 20.—As a result of 
the judicial inquiry being carried on by 
District Attorney Philbin, Justice Jerome 
and the officers of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime, into the conduct of 
the police department, warrants were is- 
sued today for the arrest of Wardman 
Glennon, Wardman Dwyer and Sergeant 
Shields. All these are connected with the 
West Thirtieth street or ‘‘Tenderloin’’ po- 
lice station and Shields was acting cap- 
tain while Captain Flood was on his vaca- 
tion this summer, 

The warrants charge neglect of duty. 
Glennen and Dwyer were served with 
warrants. Sergeant Shields, hearing that 
a warrant had been issued for his arrest, 
surrendered himself to, Justice Jerome, 
the warrants having been signed by that 
magistrate. Sergeant Shields told the re- 


porter that he had done his duty as a po-_ 


lice officer and that if a warrant was out 
for his arrest it was an outrage. The 
three police officers were quickly arraign- 
ed before Justice Jerome, who held Glen- 
non in the sum of $3,000 and the others in 
$2,000 each, security being at once fur- 
nished. 

Thursday next was set for the prelim- 
inary examination. 

When Glennon, Dwyer and Shields were 
arraigned before Justice Jerome that mag- 
istrate said they were charged with vio- 
lating the penal code by neglecting to do 
their duty as police officers with reference 
to a disorderly house on West Thirty- 
third street. Their counsel demanded an 


examination of the defendants and their 


admission to bail. 

“With reference to the question of bail,” 
said Assistant District Attorney Garvan, 
“T ask that the bail in the case against 
E. J. Glennon be fixed at at least $10,000. 
He is accused of having refused to do his 
duty in reference to a disorderly house on 
Thirty-third street. There is also evidence 
before your honor that money has been 
handed out of the windows of that house 
to policemen. 

“It appears before your honor that this 
defendant entered into an agreement with 
one Whitney to interest himself in ob- 
taining a cessation of complaints from the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime and 
that he (Whitney) secured for the de- 
fendant $100 from this house after a tele- 
phonic conversation with W. S. Devery. 

‘‘Also on the question of bail there must 
be considered the past career of the de- 
fendant. This is not the first time that he 
has been charged with crime, and when 
so charged before he jumped his bail and 
departed from the country. The officers 
in his precinct have been given the fullest 
oppértunities to exonerate him, but so 
far from freeing him from the charge 
they have involved him in so much the 
more deeply that it has been found neces- 
Sary by the district attorney to make their 


evidence part of the complaint against 
their brother officer.’’ 

Bonds in the sum of $3,000 for Glennon 
and $2,000 for the other two were fixed and 
furnished, and the case went over until 
Thursday. 


NICARAGUA FAVORS CANAL 


And Desires the United States Te 
Build It. 


NO OTHER NATION WANTED 


In Case of Trouble President Zelaya 
Will Look to United States 
for Aid. 


San Francisco, August 20.—Chester Don- 
aldson, United States consul at Managua, 
Nicaragua. has arrived here on a two 
months’ leave of absence, during which 
he will visit his old home in New York. 
Speaking of affairs on the isthmus he 
said: 

“I do not believe that Nicaragua will 
join forces with Venezuela. The republic 
is at peace andi the revolutionary spirit 
has died out altogether. President Ze- 
lava rules with a strong hand and has 
become very popular. He will got allow 
Nicaragua to become involved in the trou- 
bles of the South American states, 

‘In his last message to the Nicaragua 
congress President Zelaya took a decided 
stand in favor of having the isthmian 
canal constructed by the United States. 
That is the popular sentiment. 

‘In commerce with Nicaragua the 
United States has been making great 
progress during the past few years and 
now hoids first place. 

“The influence of the United States 1s 
stronger in Nicaragua than that of any 
other country. President Zelaya has cften 
said that he looks to the United States as 
the protector of the smal] republics and 
in case of trouble would look first to this 
country. He told me he would not make 
a treaty with any power which would be 
detrimental to the interests of the United 
States.”’ 


BOOKMAKERS ARE ARRESTED. 


War Teclared on Gambling at the 
Delmar Track. 

St. Louis, August 20.—Thirty-three war- 
rants were issued today against the offi- 
cials and bookmakers of Delmar race 
track by Acting Prosecuting Attorney 
Eggers. The warrants were sworn out 
by John Moynihan, who charges the de- 
fendants with maintaining a common 
gambling house. 

Officials of the track for Whom war- 
rants were issued included President Sam 
W. Adler, Secretary yvohn Martin, Judge 
P. A. Brady, Starter A. B. Dade and 
John Hachmeister, the clerk of the 
course. Stockholders for whom war-' 
rants were issued include C. A. Tilles and 
Louis A. Cella, Immediately upon the is- 
suance of the warrants they were offered 
to the police for service. The task was 
declined on the ground that the race 
track is not within the city limits. Dep- 
uty sheriffs were then entrusted with 
the documents and were started for the 
track. 

Word was conveved to the officials of 
the Delmar track that warrants had been 
issued, and immediately after the races 
President Adler, C. A. Tilles, Louis Cella 
and the majority of those for whom the 
documents had been issued went before 
Judge Clark of the court of criminal 
correction and gave bond for their ap- 
pearance. 

President Adler announced this evening 
that the matter will now have to be 
settled by the courts and that in the 
meantime there will be no cessation of 
racing at Delmar nor any change in the 
plans of the management. 


CARRIED SECRET TO GRAVE. 


Miss Shallcross Was a Bride, but No 
One Knew It. 


Louisville, Ky., August 20.—The secret 
of Miss Georgia L. Shallcross’ clandestine 
wedding was carried to her grave over a 
vear ago by the beautiful Louisville so- 
ciety girl, and this announcement is the 
first that she was the wife of Herman 
L. Ward, lawker, clubman, champion 
amateur athlete and society favorite. Miss 
Shallcross, on February 19, 1900, was mar- 
ried to Mr. Ward in Jeffersonville, Ind., 
and no one except the magistrate who 
performed the ceremony knew the secret.

JURY FOR HIGHEST BIDDER 


Sensational Charges Are Made in 
Pure Food Case. 


ARBUCKLES ARE INVOLVED 


They Claim That Jury in Their Fa- 
vor Was Promised for One 
Thousand Dollars. 


Toledo, Ohio, August 20.—There were 
some sensational developments today in 
the case in which State Pure Food Com- 
miszioner Blackburn recently secured a 
verdict of guilty against A. D. White, 
a local grocer charged with selling a 
glazed coffee manufactured by the Ar- 
buckles. The attorneys for Arbuckles 
went before Judge Meck,in the city court, 
before whom the case was tried, and re- 
quested him to make the docket entry 


so as to get the case into the higher 
courts, ' 

Judge Meck declined to do so until Wal- 
ter Brown, the attorney for the state, 
was present. A heated discussion ensued 
in which attorneys for the Arbuckles 
charged that Walter Brown, the attor- 
néy for the state, ruled the-judge. Then 
the latter sprung a sensation by charg- 
ing that the attorneys for the Arbuckles 
had sent three men to him offering $1,000 
to let them have the jury, and when he 
refused to do that, they sent emissartes 
with the offer of $1,000 to take the case 
from the jury. The judge says he will. 
if necessary, make public the names of 
the men who made the proposition. In 
answer to this charge, Clarence Brown, 
one of the attorneys for the Arbuckles., 
gave the Associated Press the following 
statement: 3 

“I will say that an offer was made to 
us to secure a verdict for defendant in 
the coffee case for a consideration and 
the price was named. We don’t say it 
was done by Meck’s authority, for we 
don’t know. But the offer was made 
and the price was named at which we 
could obtain a verdict, but we did not 
care to get one that way.”’ 

The case will ‘probably be investigated. 
It is charged that the WoolsonS are back 
of the state’s prosecution of this case. 
The court made the entry after mandamus 
proceedings had been threatened. 


Straits of Naval Officers. 


Boston Herald: It is regarded as a part 
of the code of honor of a naval officer 
that he shall keep out of debt: but until 
he reaches at least the -rade of captain, 
he finds this extremely difficult, if he has 
a family depending upon him. 

The difficulty in keeping a clean -+finan- 
cial record is due to the niggardly cus- 
tom which obtains only in the United 


States navy, of making officers nay their 


share of all entertaining aboard ship out 
of their own pockets. If the president 
dines on a man-of-war, the expense of 
his dinner must be met by the officers 
of the ship. lt when the north Atlantic 
squadron is at Newport there is entertain- 
ing, the officers pay for it. The same is 
true when a United States ship is in for- 
eign waters and receives on board for- 
eign naval officers or diplomats. It is 
essential to the dignity of the American 
flag that there should be a certain 
amount of entertaining, particularly in 
the case of ships on foreign stations, and 
the American officer is never derelict in 
his duty in this direction, but the in- 
road upon his private funds is often very 
onerous. 

The point ig well illustrated by a stoty 
which Rear Admiral Henry L. Howlson 
(retired) tells of an experience in the har- 
bor of New Orleans. The admiral was a 
captain at the ‘ime, and the ship which 
he commanded attracted considerable 
attention from the officers of foreign 
men-of-war which happened to be in port. 
The captain of an English man-of-war 
was particularly polite to Captain Howl- 
son. Hardly had the latter dropped an- 
chor when he was invited to dine on the 
English ship. The following day “ap- 
tain Howison entertained the English 
cantain. Then the Englishman again in- 
vited the American to dinner, and this 
invitation was. of course, followed by 
an invitation to dine on the American 
ship. When still another invitation was 
received from the English captain, Cap- 
tain Howison declined it, and he was

life at forty-two.

Pilot Le Blanc and all the officers deny 
the report that either he or the captain 
were intoxicated and assert that the 
Islander was well supplied with life belts. 

In Water Three Hours. 

Seattle, Wash., August 20.—J. T. Snv- 
der, a resident of Juneau, arrived on the 
steamer Farallon today from Juneau. Mr. 
Snyder was on the lost Islander, was in 
the water three hours, clinging to a raft, 
and was finally picked up unconscious. 
He left the boat just half a minute after 
the captain jumped overboard and they 
both held on to the same raft for fully 
half an hour. In conversation the captain 
said he could not understand why the 
boat went down so quickly. The captain 
finally said: 

“Boys, I cannot stand it any longer,”’ 
and, casting his life preserver away, at 
once sank. 

At the inquest held at Juneau, which 
Mr. Snyder attended, evidente developed 
which may tend to excuse the captain for 
not beaching the steamer at once. Mr. 
Snyder said: 

“The pilot testified that he was on the 
bridge and that as soon as she struck 
he told the captain he was going to beach 
her, but the captain said: ‘No, there is 
a better place 3 miles from here and she 
will easily float that long.’ 

Stowaway Was Howling. 

“The testimony showed that there was 
a stowaway in the forward water-tight 
compartment. When the vessel struck the 
water rushed in on him and he set up a 
big howl and being immediately under the 
sailors’ quarters one of them thoughtless- 
ly rushed down and opened the apart- 
ment which allowed the sea to come ro!]- 
ing into the hold, carrying the body of 
the stowaway and the sailor with it. This 
was done without the captain’s knowl- 
edge and I think excuses him for think- 
ing the vessel would float several hours, 
which {it would have done had the water 
tight compartments not been opened and 
he could have beached her in 
a small bay about 3. miles away. 
It was established that if the pilot 
had carried out his intention he could 
have gotten her on the beach without the 
loss of any lives except the stowaway.” 


AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION. 


Lawyers Gather at Denver for 24th 
Annual Convention. 

Denver, Col., August 20.—Many promi- 
nent lawyers from all over the country 
have arrived in this city to attend the 
twenty-fourth annual convertion of the 
[American Bar Association, mvhich will 
begin tomorrow. The association has a 
membership of over 15,000 and an attend- 
ance of 600 at the convention is expected. 

The eleventh annual conference of the 
state ‘commissioners for the promotion of 
uniform exchange, which began yesterday, 
eave a hearing this forenoon to a dele- 
gation of Denver clergymen, who urged 
that the alleged lax divorce laws be cor- 
rected. 

After listening to the arguments of the 
committee the convention considered the 
proposed uniform act, discussing the ques- 
tion whether section 1 should be elimina- 
ted. This section provides that nq dal- 
vorce shal] be granted for any cause aris- 
ing prior to the residence of the com pilain- 
ant or defendant in this state which was 
not a ground for divorce in the state 
where the cause arouse. 

The point had been raised that this scc- 
tion if enacted into law would work hard- 
ship in many cases, particularly where 
a bona fide residence had been acquired 
by the petitioner. 


At the afternoon session Amaza M. 
Eaton, of Providence, R. I., was elected 
president. 

A bill was indorsed for a uniform insur- 
ance law providing that no statement of 
the assured shall invalidate a policy un- 
less it is material to the risk or madg 
with intent to defraud: and that any pro- 
vision in a policy intended to deprive the 
insured of the benefit of a jury trial, 
shall be void. The act is to apply to fra- 
ei as well as other insurance oompa- 
nies.

BY BULLETS AND FIRE 
BLACKS ARE ATTACKED‘ 


Frenzied by Miss Wilder's Fate 
Pierce Cily Whites Rise 
Avainst Negroes, 


NEGROES ARE FLEEING 
FROM MADDENED MOB 


Rifles of Local Militia Company 
Were Used by Mob—Whites 
Vow That Negroes Shall 
Not Remain in the 
Place. 


———in 


Pierce City, Mo., August %0.—For near- 
ly fifteen hours, ending about noon today, 
this town of 3,000 people has been in the 
hands of a mob of armed whites, deter- 
mined to drive every negro from its pre- 
cincts: In addition to the lynching last 
night of Will Godley, accused of the wan- 
ton murder of Miss Gazelle Wild, and the 
shooting to death of his grandfather, 
French Godley, the mob today cremated 
Pete Hampton, an aged negro, in his, 
home, set the torch to the house of five 
blacks and with the afd of the state mill- 
tia rifles, stolen from the local company’s 
arsenal, drove dozens of negroes from thea 
town. After noon the excitement died’ 
down, the mob gradually dispersing, more 
from lack of negroes upon which to 
wreak their hatred than for any other 
cause. Many of the negroes who fled the 
city are hiding in the surrounding woods, 
while others have gone greater distances 
in seeking safety. 

Every negro has left the town except a 
few railway porters known to be respec- 
table, but who must also leave. The citl- 
zens of Pierce City say that as negroes 
have committed several such crimes in 
the last ten years, none shall live there 
in the future, the same feeling already 
existing at Monnett, 4 miles east of 
Pierce City, and the end of the ‘Frisco 
passenger division. It may be necessary 
for the road to change all porters in 
Springfield hereafter. 

Real Culprit Not Lynched. 

It is now believed that the man Will 
Godley, who was lynched, was not the 
real culprit. A negro named Starks, un- 
der arrest at Tulsa, I. T., across the bor- 
der from here, tallies exactly with the de- 
scription of the murderer. He is held 
there awaiting identification. Unless the 
man is brought back here, it is believed 
there will be no further trouble. If re- 
turned he will surely be lynched. An- 
other suspect, Joe Lark, is under arrest 
in Springfield, Mo. 

Eugene Barrett, also known as Carter, 
in a confession while a rope was around 
his neck today accused Joe Lark, a 
‘Frisco railroad porter, of being impli- 
cated in the crime and Lark was arrested 
today at Springfield. This afternoon Lark 
fave a detailed statement as to his 
whereabouts Sunday and he is not be- 
lieved to be guilty. It is not likely that 
either suspect will be brought to Pierce 
City while the excitement runs high. 
Some here think Barrett told any story in 
order to save his life. 

The funeral of Miss Wild took place to- 
day and was witnessed by several thou- 
sand people. 

Pierce City is near the junction of four 
railroads, and these from all directions 
brought in large numbers of armed men 
today, bent on bloodshed if necessary. 
When the mob went to the section of the 
city occupied by the negroes some one in 
the cabins opened fire, but no one was hit. 
The mob then destroyed the five houses, 
but the financial loss is small. Reckless 
shooting broke several plate glass win- 
dows and a train was fired into. None 
of the passengers were hurt.

The mob was com- 
posed of a thousand or more and no 
masks were used, and thirty negro fami- 
lies were driven from their houses.

lt appears she started home from church 
alone, her brother lingering behind. About 
one mile from town the brother found her 
with her throat cut, lying lifeless near a 
culvert under which her assailant haal 
attempted to drag her. Evidence of a ter- | 
rible struggle was shown. A copper col- 
ored negro was seen sitting on the bridge 
a short time before the tragedy occurred. 
It is supposed that the negro sprang upon 
her when she was passing and attempted 
to force her beneath the bridge. She 
foucht with such desperation that he 
could not accomplish his purpose and cut 
her throat in the struggle. Her body was 
not violatesi. 

Monday bloodhounds were taken to the 
scene and.the girl's bloody handkerchief 
was laid before them. They tmmediately 
caught the trail and ran at full speed to 
the home of Joe Lark, where, on being 
admitted, they rushed into his bed room 
and sprang upon the bed. It is believed 
that the man under arrest at Tulsa who 
boarded with Lark, the Springfield gus- 
pect, slept upon this bed.

The great importance of a judicious 
“if” was never more strongly impress- 
ed than by the unfortunate contro- 
versy as to whom should ~be given 
credit for the naval fight of Santiago. 

If the official record of that battle 
could be wiped out, and such a tele- 
gram as the following had been sent 
in by Rear Admiral Sampson, it ean 
readily be seen how all present com- 
plications would have been avoided: 

The fleet of which I am in command has 
destroyed the Spanish flotilla, sinking or 
destroying every ship. In my temporary 
absence aboard the New York, for a con- 
ference with General Shafter, the Spanish 
fleet emerged from Santiago harbor. Rear 
Admiral Schley, next in command, direct- 
ed the American fleet to its glorious vic- 
tory—won by the gallantry of every cap- 
tain and every man. I reached the scene 
before the conflict was over, assumed 
command, and it is my proud official duty 
to make this report on my country’s natal 


‘What overwhelming preponderance 
this little word would have had, obey- 
_ ed at the right time! 

The telling of the exact truth would 
have given Sampson credit for all he 
had done as commander of the fleet. It 
would have shown how splendidly his 
plan had worked, even in his absence. 
It would have sufficienty recognized 
the ranking officer at the moment the 
battle began. It would have stamped 
the impress of Sampson so deep on the 
public conscience that there would not 
have been a moment’s delay in recog- 
nizing his merit. . 

More than that: 

It would have thrown wide the gates 
for the entrance of chivalric gener- 
osity. Schley would have been im- 
pelled to yield credit to the commander 
of the fleet for the success of his plans. 
It would have furnished a rare scene 
—the hearty recognition of the infe- 
rior by the superior; the insistence of 
the former for full justice to the lat- 
ter. 

Instead of an angry wrangle, it 
would have resulted in a love-feast. 

All emphasizes the importance of 
doing the right thing at the right 
time. A display of broad generosity 
on the part of Sampson would have 
placed him ahead of Dewey, but he 
stumbled upon the troublesome “if,” 
and the consequence is seen in the 
greatest naval scandal of a century. 
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Preachirg in Hot Weather. 

Standing up in the pulpit and preach- 
ing the gospel with any degree of 
warmth or earnestness during this hot 
weather when the mercury is at 95 
degrées and the whole body is satu- 
rated with perspiration, is certainly 
enough to test the consecration of any 
man who undertakes to show his fel- 
low-men the way of life: and if min- 
isters of the gospel sometimes adopt 
queer expedients for keeping cool we 
can hardly blame them. 

Some time ago a minister in one of 
the western states horrified his con- 
gregation by going into the pulpit in 
his shirt waist. Realizing the shock 
of surprise and perhaps the avalanche 
of criticism which this defiance of or- 
. thodox custom in the matter of dress 
was calculated to produce, he hastened 
to explain to his congregation that 
his reason for appearing in this garb 
was that he thought it the sensible 
thing to do under the circumstances. 
He said that he could not preach the 
gospel with the perspiration pouring 
down his back and face, and that while 
it might seem irreverent for him to 
appear in the pulpit with his coat off 
it was not his desire to bring reproach 
upon the ministry of Christ; and he 
argued that just as soon as his hear- 
ers became accustomed to the change 
they would not only lose sight of the 
unappropriateness of the garb, but 
would recommend it to other minis- 
ters. He furthermore advised the 
male members of his congregation to 
adopt the shirt waist, declaring that if 
women looked well in this style of 
dress there was no reason why it 
should not become men. 

We have heard nothing concerning 
the effect of this invitation, but re- 
tently another expedient for keeping 
cool in the pulpit has been brought 
to our attention. In Sheboygan, Mich., 
an eccentric old preacher has recently 
- put a rocking chair upon his pulpit 
' rostrum and instead of standing up 
and delivering his discourse after the 
usual fashion he has chosen to adopt 
the Socratic method of keeping his 
~ geat while instructing his hearers, and 
. the not only. avoids. discomfiture “by 
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keeping back the perspiration, but he 
also secures additional ease and com- 
fort by rocking backward and forward 
as he expounds the scriptures. 

Such innovations upon the proprie- 
ties of the sacred edifice may serve the 
purpose of increasing the bodily com- 
forts of the minister—but they are not 
in keeping with the dignity of religion 
and they are calculated to~ hinder 
rather than help the spiritual growth 
of the congregation. We sympathize 
with our ministers in the discomfi- 
tures to which they are put in the 
summer months, but we cannot in- 
dorse reforms which bring reproach 
upon the character of the sacred office 
and detract from the vital import of 
its solemn messages. Better close the 
doors of the church during the sum- 
mer than keep them open under such 
conditions.

Bluntness Not a Virtue. 

That bluntness is not a virtue was 
the trend of a lecture recently deliver- 
ed by Dr. E. Benjamin Andrews, 
whose political record of the last few 
years has made him well known. 

The doctor was enforcing the theory 
that outward compliance with existing 
conditions, as a means of getting a 
footing, was not wholly wrong, since 
the end justifies the means. “It is 


perfectly justifiable to preach a creed 


a part of which you do not approve,” 
he held, but only when the end aimed 
at is the promulgation of some truth 
under the cover thus taken. “Decep- 
tion is permissible when the motive 
is good, but when practiced for the 
sake of social distinction or money, it 
is not to be endured’ This is the 
philosophy and the morality of Dr. 
Andrews, hardly likely to be accepted 
by plain people, and to be welcomed 
only by the devotees of casuistry. 

Dr. Andrews not only advocates this 
doctrine of wrong that right may fol- 
low, but he grows positively intoler- 
ant. “A preacher who preaches for 
shlary alone is too mean, to live. He 
should be hung, quartered and burned 
and his biography written by his 
worst enemy. Conciliation is mneces- 
sary for any great number of people 
to agree to hymns, creed or liturgy. I 
would throw out many of the hymns if 
I had anything to do with it. Other 
people would throw out others, and 
soon we would have all new hymns, 
which would be as unsatisfactory as 
the old. Do not leave a church be- 
cause you do not agree with all the 
details of its creed.”” The ladies will 
find some comfort for the doctor, who 
comes to the defense of the “white 
lie.” “Society women,” he _ says, 
often send down word that they are not 
at home when a caller rings, while they 
are upstairs trying to take a nap. This 
is a conventional mis-statement not 
meant to deceive any one, and it rarely 
does, It is a lie that is not a He, and 
seems to have little harm in it. Another 
of the conventional lies that we hate is 
the complimentary ending to letters. We 
say ‘‘Yours truly,’’ when we mean nothing 
of the sort, Admiral Schley would prob- 
ably sign his létters to Sampson ‘Most 
respectfully, you obedient servant,’’ when 
he feels that he is nothing of the sort, and 
Sampson knows it too. About all we 
mean by these conventional endings is the 
same as we mean when we say ‘‘Amen” 
which indicates that we are through. 

Preachers of the old school, who be- 
lieve in plain speech and bluntness, 
will, no doubt, be shocked by this new 
morality, but they will have to recol- 
lect that we live in a new age when 
people are fast, and for whom there 
must be found excuses. ;

Barksdale’s funeral oration was eloquent 
and replete with compliment to the al- 
leged deceased, but what if the supposed 
corpse declines to regard it as authorita- 
tive? In all funereal proceedings it is 
well to have the consent of the gentleman 
in the hearse.

ashes. . 

If the will is set aside it should be 
on the ground of the testator’s mental 
unsoundness. No jury in the world 
can escape the conviction that such a 
man is incompetent to make a will.

The mask worn by alleged reformers 
writing for magazines abroad {fs torn off 
by The Charlotte Observer. It recognizes 
in the lachrymose writers on the labor 
troubles of the south, and kindred topics, 
a number of male and female space writ- 
ers, who are out for money, and who 
write in this strain because it is accept- 
eble to the vehicles of publication. As a 
general thing, these writers do not seek 
for the facts as they exist. In the first 
place, they start out upon their alleged 
mission of philanthropy with a precon- 
ceived idea of a condition of slavery. 
They are not looking for evidence that 
would shatter this idea and if it should 
present itself before them, they would 
not see it. They want to write something 
heartrending and they proceed to do it. 
People whose attention is caught by this 
class of writers to a sufficient degree to 
move them to make an investigation find 
as a rule that the existing conditions in 
cotton mill s¢ttlements are just the re- 
verse of those described. They find the 
operatives en intelligent class of people, 
living in comfortable homes, making good 
wages and surrounded by the influences of 
churches and schools. The public has be- 
come so familiar with the contented life of 
the mil] operatives that the productions of 
the factory-horror writers are now re- 
garded as harmless, and the only evil 
effect to be feared from them is a possi- 
ble tendency to create a feeling of dis- 
content among a smal] class of the oper- 
atives who may be susceptible to the wiles 
of the sentimentalist. Some mischief has 
been done along this line in the past, but 
the m#ll operatives have profited by ex- 
perience and the fleld for the meddler 
has been restricted to very small dimen- 
sions. 

The Observer holds that the conditions 
surrounding the cotton mill operatives of 
{his country are better than those of any 
other country on the globe. A contrast of 
their comfortable homes, their good 
wages, their healthful, contented lives, 
with such pauperism and serfdom as that 
disclosed by the strike just noted, should 
make them feel that they are a fortunate 
people. As a matter of fact, the situation 
of the southern cotton mill operatives is 
an ideal one. It improves by comparison 
with that of any class of working people 
in this or any other country and no one 
is more appreciative of this fact than the 
southern operatives themselves. 


Grit and Not the Flag. 
(From The Kansas City Times.) 

The British flag does not wave over 
Cuba, nor does the flag of any of the 
countries which picked up the trade 
the United States lost and added to it. 
This, however, will not prevent the cry 
from being kept up that trade follows the 
flag. It is thought to be useful in a po- 
litical campaign.

east Georgia about this fair. The high 
school at Harmony Grove is in charge of 
Professor Peter Zellers, formerly of El- 
berton. C. J. Hood is cashier of the bank 
and the leading business man of the com- 
munity since the retirement of — — 
tho was one of the most successful Dus- 
Andel men in northeast Georgia. The Hard- 
mans and the Bennetts are among the 
progressive yogng men of the place. A 
few years ago Harmony Grove Was a 
straggling village; now it is a modern, 
growing town, ambitious to change its 
name. which fitted a camp ground or a 
church site, but which does not comport 
with present possessions or pretensions. 


Within 20 miles of Harmony Grove, nes- 
tling near the head waters of the Oconee 
river, is all that remains of the once pop- 
ular resort known as the Oconee White 
Sulphur Springs. Twenty years ago it 
was built by the late Ferdinand Phinizy, 
of Athens, for his friends and the pubile 
of northeast Georgia. Its waters were 
famous and medicinal. The cottages were 
beautifully modern and the hotel roomy 
and airy. People flocked there from New 


Orleans to Washington. Many Savannah- 
jans used to repair to Oconee White Sul- 
phur and no summer resort in Georgia 
ever attracted a higher class of people 
or more distinguished compantes. 


Men like Bishop Pierce, Robert Toombs, 
Mr. Stephens, Benjamin H. Hill, James 
M. Smith and N. J. Hammond used to 
visit there during the season. The cot- 
tages bear the we!l-Known Georgia names 
of Jackson, Toombs, Hill, Cobb and Row- 
dre. There were billiard rooms, bowling 
allevs and swimming pools, and every- 
thing at hand for the pleasure of the 
guests. The springs heve not been open 
for many vears, but families from tha 
lower country continue to go up each stum- 
mer and remain throughout the heats 
term.

He Is Receiving Many More 
Assurances of Support fom 
South Georgia 


WIS MAIL AND NUMBER 
OF VISITORS INCREASING 


Circular Received Urging Support 
for Colonel Estill—Was Sent to 
Masons—Colone] Estill Says 
He Will Not Be Drawn 
Into Any Row. 


Results of the little dispute between Hon. 
Henry G. Turner and Colonel J. H. Estill 
in south Georgia, over their interview of 
some days ago, appear to have developed 
already. 

This south Georgia difficulty, Attorney 
General J. M. Terrell’s friends say, has 
had a marked effect upon his candidacy, 
and as @ result of it his mail has been 
heavier for the last two or three days 
than at any time since he has been con- 
ducting his quiet campaign. 

A marked feature of the correspondence 
received by Mr. Terrell, it is stated, has 
been the large number of letters from 
south Georgia, and as a result of the de- 
velopments of the last few days, the in- 
dications are that Terrell stock is on 
somewhat of an unprecedented boom. 

In addition to this more visitors have 
sought Mr. Terre]! at his office within 
the last few days than has been the case 
for any similar period of time during the 
present year. 

One of the letters received by Mr. Ter- 
rell yesterday rrom a man of considerable 
prominence living on the line of the Plant 
system in south Georgia contained, in 
part, the following: 

Says He Is for Terrell. 


“I have not written you before this 
to tell you that I would support you, be- 
cause the truth is I did not know. Had 
south Georgia centered upon any one 
representative citizen, I should have felt 
it my duty to give him my support; but I 
see that already a row is on, and I do not 
propose to get caught between the mill- 
stones. This is the great trouble with 
our section of the state—we are never able 
to unite, and this is due in a large part, 
Il suppose, to selfishness. 

“First Estill came out and then some- 
body from Brunswick took the trouble to 
declare that his candidacy ‘was looked 
upon by the average south Georgian as a 
huge joke.’ Now comes Turner and 
makes charges against Estill, and I sup- 
pose between the two there will be lots 
of feather pulling between now and the 
time the campaign actually opens. 

“I am tired of the whole business al- 
ready, and I write to tell you that you 
shall have my active and hearty support. 
You will carry my county and others in 
this section. What a pity it is that our 
people cannot occasionally unite, but it 
seems that they must always fight over 
the bone while some other section comes 
in and takes it away. This time the 
bone is yours, and I am going to help 
you get it. Things might have been 
different, but everybody here recognizes 
the fact that you are in the swim and that 
you are the beneficiary of this beautiful 
row that has been going on.” — 

The writer of the foreging is well known 
in state politics, and has taken a prom- 
ftnent part in state affairs. For obvious 
reasons, however, his name is withheld 
at the present time. 

The attorney general has received sev- 
eral other letters of a similar tenor from 
that section of the state, and he is ex- 
ceedingly encouraged over the situation. 
Mr. Terrell was smiling over this corre- 
spondence when seen yesterday, but fur- 
ther than this he maintained his usual 
silence with regard to his campaign.

STATE FUND NEARLY GONE

Remainder of Contingency Appropri- 
ation Only $2,500. 


BALANCE WILL SOON BE USED 


Addition of Unexpected Expenses 
Has Served To Create the Deficit. 
yYund Must Be Increased. 


It was announced at the state treasury 
yesterday that the remaining balance of 
the contingent fund is $2,500 out of the 
original appropriation of $10.000. This 
balance will soon be exhausted, and the 
obligations of the state covered by this 
fund will have to go without liquidation, 
or debts will have to be contracted on 
the credit of the state. 

Captain Furlow, of the treasury de- 


partment, said yesterday that, while iis 
fund wag driginally intended for the ex- 
penses of the state house officers, such 
as stationery and the various supplies, 
{it had been made to cover many other 
items. For the past year the contingent 
fund has liquidated the following debts, 
outside of the expenses of the officers at 
the capitol:

This shows only $5,700 left of the $10,000 
originally appropriated for the state 
house expenses. The fact that $4,300 went 
for other purposes and $2,500 still remains 
in the treasury, showing $3,200 as the 
total expenditures of the officers of the 
capitol, would suggest that a rigid sys- 
tem of economics has been practiced, in 
view of the fact that the full appropria- 
tion has been used in years past. 

An item which has been added to those 
the contingent fund is responsible for is 
the defraying of the expenses of Govern- 
or Northen’s ‘“‘Waycross war.” This was 
when state troops were ordered out by 
the governor to prevent the  Corbett- 
Mitchell prize fight when it was anticl- 
pated that this affair would occur on 
Georgia soll. A precedent was thus 
established, which has been adhered to 
ever since, 

Something like four years ago the con- 
tingent fund amounted to $15,000. A later 
general assembly reduced the appropria- 
tion to $10,000, This reduction was 
strongly protested against, but the legis- 
lature deemed the present amount ade- 
quate to all needs. 

Speaking of the matter vester ay 
tain Furlow said: ee 

“What has served as an additional 
burden upon the contingent fund is the 
great amount of reward monew that has 
been paid from it. This demand has 
shown a material increase in the past 
fifteen years. It is true that a criminal’s 
capture is rarely ever effected these 
days until a reward is offered for appre- 
hension. The frequency of this has 


frown steadily, whereas it was not 
formerly the case. 

“The paying of these rewards has been 
a& great drain upon the contingent fund. 
And, again, there is no way of getting 
at the amount necessary for this pay- 
ment of rewards. It ts a contingency 
that cannot be averaged by the month 
Or year with any certatnty.”’ 

Meanwhile, the only hope of relief in 
sight is when the genera] assembly meets 
this fall. At this time it is practically 
certain that a supplementary appropria- 
tion will be made to tide over the present 
difficulties. As to the future, there is no 
telling. Efforts’ are snre to be made to 
have the appropriation increased. This 
has been urged in the past, but without 
avail, and very little hope is entertained 
that the legislature will deviate from the 
present amount in naming the appro- 
priation for the next fiscal year.

TAX RETURNS ARE CORRECTED 


Changes Made in Digest Show Geor- 
Gia’s Gain $16,694,533—Ful- 
ton’s Increase $910,843. 

Several changes were made in the totals 
of the tax digests of Georgia yesterday, 
being corrections of errors made in the 
first reports. 

The Fulton county returns should show 
an increase over 1900 of $910,843, instead of 
$1,725,473, as published. The digest of 
Rockdale county now shows an increase 
of $42,139, instead of $41,000, as previously 
reported. 

With these corrections, 122 counties 
show an increase of $17,892,616: 15 show a 
decrease of $1,108,083, making the net gain 
for the entire state $16,694,533.

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GIBRALTAR A “BEASTLY PLACE,” BRITISHERS SAY: |SAYS HER HUSBAND 


OHL LISTENS TO THE WOES OF THE ROCK FOLK 
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Gibraltar. July 24—It is difficult for 
one who looks at the map of Europe to 
realize how far Gibraltar is from every- 
where else. For instance, it is four and 
a half days from London and four days 
from Paris. It is very much out of the 
world in consequence, for there is next to 
nothing here in the way of newspapers 
and absolutely no means of procuring 
news from the United States, which to us 
is the center of the world. There is one 
small newspaper printed in English and 
one in Spanish, but both are very poor 
excuses. The English newspaper is called 
The Gibraltar Chronicle and Official Ga- 
zette: is four pages in size, and the only 
telegraphic news that it carries is a small 
bulletin from London, The day we ar- 
rived, for instance, this paper had seven 
lines of telegraphic news. Four of these 
related to the arrival at London of two 
of the ships of the navy, one told of the 
death of Mrs. Kruger at Pretoria, and the 
other two carried the intelligence that 
“the king’s prizeman, Corporal Ommund- 
sen, of the queen's Edinburg.’”’ 

Across the front page there was a large 
table giving the meteorological obesrva- 
tions for the forty-eight hours ending at 9 
o'clock in the morning of the date of the 
paper’s appearance. It should have been 
stated in passing that this is an after- 
noon paper, and as it was Monday the ob- 
servation covered two days. The rest ot 
the first page was devoted to news of the 
war in South Africa, all of this copied 
from London papers, and, therefore, five 
days behind. The second page was de- 
voted to foreign news of general interest, 
this likewise being taken from the Lon- 
don papers. In all of this the only refer- 
ence to America is that contained in a 
few lines relating to the steel strike. 

On the third page there were four items 
of loca] news. Like the London papers, 
this Gibraltar Chronicle prints a table of 
“arrangements,” which means a pro- 
gramme of what is to be expected on the 
day of issue and of some of the events 
scheduled for the rest of the week. There 
is a score of cricket games between the 
sergeants of the Royal Berkshire regi- 
ment and the sergeants of the Royal Gar- 
rison regiment, which was played last 
Friday, and, owing to the enterprise of 
The Chronicle, is announced to the public 
just about four days late. 

The fourth page was devoted to ship 
news and advertisements. Two of the 
three columns of the advertisements nce 
of steamship lines; the majority of the 
others note the arrival of parcels of ci- 
garettes from Turkey. Aimost every body 
you see is smoking cigarettes and natural- 
ly the supplying of the demand is one of 
the principal industries of Gibraltar, 

I searched the town over for a Paris 
Herald. but there were none to be had. Of 
ithe London papers the only one sold on 
the street was The Daily Express, a haif 
penny paper, which one or two enterpris- 
ing newsboys were trying to sell at 2 
rence each, At one of the news stands it 
was possible to obtain The Daily Tele- 
graph and The Standard, but I saw no 
trace of any other paper published in the 
English language. 

The Spanish paper is El Enunciador and 
is about the same size as The Chronicle, 
but seems to be more popular with adver- 
tisers, especially with those likely to re- 
quire the services of an undertaker, There 
were a2 number of the announcements of 
different gentlemen practicing this ,ro- 
fession. Qne or two of the ‘‘ads” were in 


English, but everything else was in Span- | 
ish.

It Is Far Away from Home. 


If it is hard to get news from the out- 
side world, it is even more difficult to 
reach civilization overland, and the Brit- 
ish officers stationed here tell me that 
they feel they are much farther away 
from the rest of the world when in Gi- 
braltar than they ever are in India, even 
when stationed at one of the northern 
outposts of the empire. The railroads of 
Spain are something fierce. In looking 
over the map before we got here, it 
struck us that it might be a good idea 
to run over to Cadiz, where we could 
see the real Spain in the shape of one 
of the great cities of that kingdom, the 
place where Cervera’s and Camara’s 
fleets were prepared for their much ad- 
vertised attack upon the United States. 
We found by looking at the map that Ca- 
diz is about seventy miles from Gibraltar 
and it was proposed that we run over 
there for a few hours, have a drive 
around the city, and get back to Gibral- 
tar in time to see everything there was 
to be seen here. It required about two 
minutes’ consultation with the first man 
who came aboard to insure the abandon- 
ment of that project. We found that 
there was a railroad which would carry 
us to Cadiz, but that it would take four- 
teen hours to make the trip one way! 
We were told that this high speed of 
about five miles an hour was the aver- 
age for railroad travel throughout Spain. 


It Is a ‘“‘Beastly Place.”

in the royal artillery who 
had recently come from about fifteen 
years’ service in India damned the Gi- 
braltar station in the strongest language 
he could possibly command and confided 
to me that he was hoping and praying 
for orders carryine him back to In- 
dia. 

“This is the most beastly place,’ said 
he, ‘‘that I have ever struck in all my 
career. When a fellow comes he does 
his duty by leaving his card with all the 
married officers and their wives, but they 
manage to be out when he calls and that 
is about the end of it. In time he may 
pick up a few friends, but I, for instance, 
have been here about two years and 
there is just one nlace in the whole 
town where I go socially. The whole at- 
mosphere seems to be inhospitable. I 
miss it dreadfully after India, where you 
are received with open arms and soon 
know everybody. There it is always 
worth while going to even a small out 
of the way station, because you know 
that there is always a delightful expe- 
rience socially in store for you. A num- 
ber of times I have struck a town with- 
out knowing a soul in jt. and within a 
few hours would be made to feel that 
I have known a lot of interesting and 
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tbes some of the unpleasant features of 
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before. In India as soon as I am washed 
up at my hotel I go to the club. The 
first fellow who sees me and recognizes 
that I am a stranger gives me what you 
Americans would call the ‘glad hand’ 
and sets out to introduce me to every- 
body worth knowing. I am asked to 
dinners and lunches and breakfasts till 
my time is entirely filled. Here in Gt- 
braltar a fellow might spend all his life 
without seeing any real social life. It is 
a beastly place and no mistake.”’ 


A Polo Game and Lunch. 


The two particular events of our third 
day at Gibraltar were a polo game be- 
tween the two crack teams of the garri- 
son and the band concert of the Camerons 
in the Alameda at night. There was con- 
siderable entertaining on shore, in which 
all of us figured to rreater or less extent, 
and one result of which was the onportu- 
nity to see our feminine fellow passengers 
in what the comedienne of the lot called 
their ‘glad rag,’’ which being interpreted 
means their best togs. 

The party I was with had an excellent 
dinner at the Bristol, which is a rather 
unique place. It is much like an English 
inn Or small hotel, and is kept by an Ital- 
ian. We were unable to get a separate 
taple, but had to take our seats at a long 
table most of the people at which were 
evidently regular boarders. The general 
arrangement of things. reminded one of 
that famous place in New Orleans, Mad- 
ame Beguay’s, which Eugene Field sang 
into fame, but the appointments here 
were daintier than those at the madame’s 
and there was less liver. 

The American women 
never-ending curiosities to the regular 
habitues of the place. Their brightness 
and vivacity seemed to shock the English 
women. I don't think the men were as 
much shocked. 

The concerts in the great public gar- 
dens gave an insight into an entirely new 
phase of Gibraltar life. The gardens are 
beautiful. Down throvgh their trees lay 
the bay, the beauty of which was vividly 
brought out by the rays of the almost full 
moon. The music was furnished by the 
band of the Highland regiment, all the 
members in the picturesque kilts of the 
Camerons. There were operatic selections 
by a full band of probably forty pieces, 
the different numbers of this being inter- 
spersed with real Scotch ballads and 
marches by the bagpipes. 

In the crowd, Tommy Atkins in his 
khaki was everywhere in evidence. This 
was a distinctly English crowd, the gsol- 
diers and their wives or sweethearts 
forming the greater part of it. There 
were Spanish girls and Spanish youths, 
or course, and an occasional group of 
Moors from Morocco, but nine-tenths of 
the people there were English. 

For a time I was something to attract 
the interest of those about, because of my 
+ privilege of acting as temporary chap- 
eron of the two prettiest young 
women in our party, but upon 
the arrival of the others, this 
distinction went glimmering. The la- 
dies, however, continued to attract even 
after they had passed to the hands of 
others more capable of doing the chap- 
eron act. American girls attract wherever 
they may be. The English miss and the 
Spanish senorita’ were simply not in it 
with these young women from “the 
states.”’ 

Those few hours in the Alameda gar- 
dens at Gibraltar will ever hold a place 
in my memory. The beautiful music, the 
beautiful surroundings and the glorious 
moonlight formed a’combination calculat- 
ed to inspire to poetry or love-making, 
or both. I envied the fellows whose

She said her husband, after having re- 
moved her from his mother’s home, had 
beat her and kicked her because she 
begged him to treat her kindly. 

“After he had slapped me,”’ she said, 
“and I told him that only a brute would 
strike his wife, he kicked me in the side 
and I can scarcely walk.”’ 

The woman waited until her husband 
had left the house and then she slipped 
— and sought the protection of the po- 

ce. 

To an officer she said that she wanted 
‘to go to some home until after her babe 
was born and then she would try to find 
work. 

“I will never go back to that brutal hus- 
band of mine, no, never,’ she exclaimed. 
‘‘He beat me once before and I left him. 
He promised me never to do so again 
and I believed him amd went back to 
him, but I am done with him now for- 
ever and I never wish to see his face 
again.’’

The new club house plans submitted by 
Bleckley & Tyler to the Atlanta Athletic 
Club when the directors had this matter 
up for consideration were seen by a num- 
ber of members and received much fa- 
vorable comment. 

These plans show a most thorough 
study of the subject and present a club 
house on paper from which no detall of 
completeness in any department is omit- 
ted. Fotlowinge is a description of each 
fioor, as shown in the plans: 

On the basement floor plan at the Au- 
burn avenue entrance are located coal 
bunkers and storage quarters with the 
machinery room next. Then comes the 


swimming tank, 28 by WD feet. On the ieft 
of this are the massage ‘rooms and on the 
right the rain and shower baths. ‘The 
lockers occupy the space from che parti- 
tion shutting off the swimming tank to 
the rear of the building. This room is 
designed to contain 24 lockers. On the 
left of this are*the hot and steam rooms, 
the clothes drying department, linen 
rcoms and servants’ quarters, 

The first floor-plan shows the tiled ve- 
randa, 20 by 45 feet. with entrance to 
a vestibule, 7 by 16 feet. On the right of 
the vestibule is the reception room with 
smoking room in the rear. On the left 
is the directors’ readine and _ writing 
room, back of which is the office of the 
club. Between the orice and smoking 
room is an ante-room, 20 by 24 feet. Con- 
necting with the office is a coat room, 
back of which is located an inglenook. 

On this floor is located a great hall, 41 
by 34 feet, back of which is the billiard 
room, 31 by 32 feet. The buffet and va- 
rious closets come next and, located in the 
rear, is a large lounging room, 31 by 4 
feet. 

To the left of the billiard and lounging 
rcoms is the space set apart for the bowl- 
ing alleys. 


The placing of the bowling alleys on 
the second floor in this plan, while unique, 
was for the purpose of having them near 
the billiard room and other social features 
of the club. As explained by the archi- 
tect, it was a most ingenious plan in this 
instance, Being located directly above the 
bathing quarters the sound of the rolling 
balls and falling pins would be greatly 
deadened, aS an allowance was made for 
3 feet of insulation between the two floors. 
This insulation is the method em- 
ployed to keep the heat in the 
bath rooms, hot air rooms, etc. 
A similar insulation was planned for the 
side walls and would have kept practical- 
ly all sound from the a.leys out of the 
social quarters of the club, as well as the 
floor below. 

In the second floor plans, arrangement 
was made for a roof garden to occupy the 
space above the veranda on Auburn ave- 
nue. The first portion of the interior 1s 
designed for a class room, 32 by 47 feet. 
Two handball courts are located in this 
room. Following this is a large ante- 
room, on the right of which is the physi- 
cal direetor’s room with his private office 
in the rear. On the left is the staircase 
leading to the floor below and also to the 
gallery floor above. Back of this is the 
large @eymnasium, 47 by 104 feet. Beside 
the complete equipment of gymnasium ap- 
paratus, three handballs courts are !o- 
cated on this floor. The running track is 
located on the gallery floor above the 
gymnasium. 

The gallery floor, which occupies a por- 
tion of the second story, includes the 
upper portion of the class room, rooms for 
special apparatus ana for the punching 
bags, the visitors’ gallery, with the run- 
ning track in the rear.

TRANSIT TURN-OUT 


Tracks Are Being Laid on Hunter 
Street Opposite the 
. Capitol 


RAILWAY COMMITTEE OF 
COUNCIL TO MEET TODA 


President Simmons, of Rapid Tran- 
sit Company, Says That It Was 
Always the Intention of 
His Company To Put 
in the Turnout. 


There will be a special meeting of the 
street railway committee of council at 
an early hour this morning to consider 
the work of the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company in constructing a turnout on 
Hunter _ street, between Washington 
street and Piedmont avenue, on its Grant 
Park line. 

Work on this turnout was bebrun “ses- 
terday morning, and, if allowed to con- 
tinue, will be completed today, as one 
of the switches has been put in and the 
other is just ready to be finished. The 
proposed turnout is one block in length, 
beginning at Washington street and end- 
ing at Piedmont avenue. It is on the 
side of Hunter street next to the Epis- 
copal cathedral. 

The matter came up yesterday after- 
noon when a number of persons. it is 
said, telephoned the mayor’s office to 
know if the Rapid Transit company had 
the right to put in a track next to the 
church. 

The attention of Councilman John C. 
Reed, chairman of the street railway 
committee; Alderman M. M. Welch, a 
member of the committee, and other 
members of council, was called to the 
work. 

City Attorney*Mayson was communica- 
ted with, and he was of the opinion that 
the company had the right to put in a 
turnout if the line had not. been com- 
pleted. 

Blocks Were Not Relaid. 

He is said to have stated that the 
committee on electric and other railways 
or the commissioner of public works 
would have authority to stop the work it 
there was any question about the com- 
pany not having the right to construct 
the track. Councilman Reed stated last 
snight that {¢ was his intention to look at 
the work this morning so ag to acquaint 
himself with the physical conditions of 
the case. 

When the Rapid Transit cgmpany built 
its line to Grant park some months ago, 
it seems that the belgian blocks on the 
side of Hunter street next to St. Philips 
church were not relaiq pérmanently, but 
were simply put back in the street so 
that traffic might not be interfered with. 

In building the line the company was 
granted the right to more tbe single 
line of track of the Atlanta Rallway and 
Power Company on that street, between 
South Pryor and Fraser streets, to the 
south of the center line of the street, 
that the Transit company’s track might 
be laid on the north side of the street. 

If the turnout is constructed this will 
put three tracks on one block of Hunter 
street opposite the state capitol. It is 
eaid that the outside rail of the new 
track wil] come within eighteen inches of 
the curbing next to the Episcopal church, 
and that the contemplation of this situa- 
tion was the cause of inquiries by resi- 
dents in the neighborhood of the church 
yesterday afternoon. 

What President Simmons Says. 

President C. J. Simmons, of the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company, stated last 
evening that it had always been the pur- 
pose of his company to put in a turnout 
at the point named, and that the work 
would have been done long ago but for 
the fact that there was delay in getting 
the material here. He said he felt sure 
that his company had been granted the 
right in its franchise to put in the neces- 
sary turnouts and switches to facilitate 
the convenient operation of cars. 

“The paving on the street between 
Washington street and Piedmont avenue 
was not laid permamently, for the very 
reason that we intended putting in a 
turnout as soon as the material arrived,’’ 
said Mr. Simmons. “I believe the com- 
pany was notified a short time ago by 
the commfssfoner of public works that 
the paving would have to be put down in 
proper condition, and the material hav- 
ing arrived, this work was begun at once, 
I cannot understand why any objection 
should be made to the turnout.’’ 

It ie said that the ordinance granting 
the Rapid Transit company a franchi#e 
to build a line on Hunter street to Grant 
park dees not contain the usual clause 
giving the company the right to put in 
turnouts and switches. 

The matter was called to the attention 
of Mayor Mims last evening, but he de- 
clined to take any action other than to 
suggest that a meeting of the street rail- 
way committee be called, and that the 
committee and the commissioner of pub- 
iio works consider the situation,

CHAMBER SANCTIONS SALE 


Approves Action of the Board of 
Directors. 


THE PAPERS WILL BE SIGNED 


Meeting Was Held Yesterday To 
Consider Purchase by City of 
City Hall Building. 


Members of the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce held a meeting yesterday after- 
noon at 4 o’clock and ratified the action 
of the board of directors of that organiza- 
tion in negotiating the purchase by the 
city of the city hall building. 

The membership of the chamber author- 
ized President J. K. Orr and Secretary T. 
H. Martin to sign the necessary papers of 
the transfer of the property as soon as 
City Attorney James L. Mayson had pre- 
pared them. The city attorney is now 
engaged in examining the titles incident 
to the formal transfer of the building and 
ground. 

Some weeks ago, it may be remembered, 
the board of directors of the chamber of 
commerce made the proposition to coun- 
cil that the city purchase the city hall 
building. Council Voted favorably on the 
offer and Mayor Mims approved council's 
action. | 

By the terms of the purchase the city 
pays the chamber of commerce $7,500 for 
its equity in the building and pays the in- 
terest on a $30,000 mortgage for three 
years. At the end of that time the mort- 
gage falls due, and it will then be up 
to the city to say whether or not it will 
assume the mortgage or move to other 
quarters. ° 

During the meeting of the membership 
of the chamber yesterday a representa- 
tive of the Foote & Davies Company ask- 
ed that a committee be appointed to con- 
sider the problem of which city directory 
concern should be considered as issuing 
the official directory of Atlanta. Both 
companies printing directories use the 
same title for the books.

NEW DEPOT SITE AND PLANS 


When the special committee of the legis- 
lature meets at the state capitol on Thurs- 
day next at 10 o’clock to look into the 
matter of the erection of a new Atlanta 
depot, it will be notified that the railroad 
commission of Georgia is powerless to 
compel the railroads to construct the 
building. 

If the railroads are forced to supply 
the new station, it is incumbent upon the 
commission to present plans for the struc- 
ture and designate a site for its location. 

There is at present no available loca- 
tion in sight, nor has the commission any 
funds in hand with w&ich to have plans 
drawn. If a new depot is to be secured 


here, plans must be furnished by the cit!-. 
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zens of Atlanta, and a site pointed out 
by them. It will then be neces:yry for 
the commiesion to be vested with authort- 
ty to confer with the railroads. if the 
commission is of the opinion then that the 
depot should be built, the commission will 
have the authority to force the rallroads 
to erect a new depot. 

The state railroad commission issued 
an order in 1898 to the railroads requiring 
the erection of separate depots in Atlanta, 
but no plans were given to the railroads 
and the sites where the stations were to 
be located were not named. The railroads, 
under this order of the commission, were 
not compelled to act, and the commis- 
sion did not have the authority to en- 
force the order.

OF ATLANTA’S MAIL SERVICE 


That Atlanta’s mail service is thorough- 
ly up to date is evidenced by two incl- 
dents which occurred during the past few 
days and which illustrates the rapid man- 
ner in which mail is dispatched through 
the Atlanta postoffice. 

One of the incidents in question is the 
following: An official of the Seaboard 
Air Line Rallroad Company mailed a let- 
ter in the Equitable building. The letter 
was misdirected, and the official visited 
the postoffice to have it returned to him. 
In the meantime M. A, Jester, one of the 
hustling corps of mail carriers, had col- 
lected the letter from the box, carried it 
to the postoffice; there it was stamped, 
put through several other details, distrib- 
uted to the carrier and was out on the 
street before the official reached the office. 
The letter was collected from the Equitable 
building at 4:20 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and at 5:50 it had gone through the above 
described process, had been delivered at 
Drs. Elkin and Cooper’s sanitarium,there 
redirected, remailed, and again taken in 
charge by Collector Jester, at which 
time it was finally captured by the rail- 
road official. The letter was a rapid 
mover when it struck Uncle Sam's At-

lanta service, and {it get the official a 
swift pace in his chase to catch it. 

In another case a letter was mailed in 
the box at the corner of Broad and Ala- 
bama streets and was collected at 4:20 
o'clock in the afternoon by Collector J. 
E. Stallings. The letter was carried to 
the postoffice and put through the regular 
routine of stamping, etc. It was found 
to be due 2 cents in postage and this 
we accordingly stamped on the letter; 
it was distributed to the carrier, was de- 
livered at the office from whence it came, 
the necessary postage put on, it was re- 
mailed, was again collected by Collector 
Stallings, and was back in the postoffice 
at 6:10. 

The trip of the first letter was made 
in or@ hour and thirty minutes, and the 
trip of the second letter in one’ hour and 
fifty minutes. This is considered an 
excellent record, and has attracted con- 
siderable attention in postoffice circles. 

Colonel Blodgett, the assistant post- 
master, who is acting postmaster during 
the absence of Major W. H. Smyth, is 
very much gratified at the rapid manner 
in which the letters were handled, 

The present collection service has 
reached a high standard of excellence, 
and is one of the most proficient depart- 
ments in the Atlanta postal service.

ARE ORLANIZED 
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Association Formed at Meeting 
Held at Kimball 


WILL FIGHT FREIGHT RATES 


Buyers Claim That Roads Should 
Not Make Tax for “Concen- 
trating and Reshipping,”’ 
as Rates Are Already 
Excessive. 


There was a meeting of cotton buyers 
held at the Kimball house yesterday at 
which an association was formed and an 
organization perfected. The scope of the 
association will cover many things con- 
nectedl with the cotton trade for the pro- 
tection and furtherance of the business. 

The immediate cause of the organization 
is the necessity under which the cotton 
buyers find themselves of resisting the 
encroachments and burdens which are 
continually being put upon them by the 
railroads. At a recent meeting of the 
Southeastern Freight Association it was 
decided to fix a tax of 3 cents per hup- 
dred pounds for concentrating and re- 
shipping cotton from interior points. This 
method of handling cotton has been in 
effect for the past fifteen years and ship- 
pers claim it is the only way the business 
can be done under the present system of 
freight rates, A 

They feel that {t is unjust for the ral!- 
roads to make this charge, as the com- 
presses do all the handling of the cotton 
ond the railroads are put to no extra cost 
whatever where cotton is reshipped.

Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions 


Washington, August 20.—The weather bu- 
reau's weekly summary of crop conditions is 
as follows: 

The temperature conditions of the week have 
been favorable, except in north Pacific coast, 
where it has been excessively warm, The 
middle and south Atlantic and east. gulf 
states, including Tennessee, have suffered from 
heavy rains, the south Atlantic and east gulf 
States, and Tennessee experienced damage 
from winds as well as injury from overflows. 
The greater part of Texas and portions of the 
Missouri and upper Mississippi valleys «nd 
upper lake region continue to suffer from 
drought, nd drought is beginning to affect 
crops in Oregon and Washington. The Rocky 
mountain region and California had an ex- 
ceptionally favorable week. 

A very general improvement in the condition 
of late corn is indicated in the corn states. In 
Iowa the crop is materially improving and 
more promising than was possible August |, 
_ the yield is still contingent upon addi- 

onal moisture very soon and the absence of 
frosts the greater part of September. Late 
corn has improved in extreme southeastern Ne- 
braska but continues to suffer for rain in cen- 
tral and northern counties. 

In the eastern and western portions of Kan- 
Sas late corn is much improved, but in the 
central counties rain came too late to save the 
crop. In some portions of Missouri late corn 
is progressing well but in most sections dt 1s 
suffering for rain. 

Good rains in Illinois, Indiana and Ohio have 
improved the outlook, especially in Indiana, 
but as in other portions of the corn belt, the 
greater part of the early corn has been ruined. 
The propitious outlook for corn in the middle 
Atlantic states and New England continues. 

The weather has been favorable for spring 
wheat harvest in all sections. Harvesting is 
nearly finished in the Dakotas, Minnesota and 
Oregon, and is in progress in Washington, 
where, owing to excessive heat, the grain has 
ripened somewhat too rapidly, In North Da- 
kota, owing to the shrunken berry and poorly 
filled peas, the yield of spring wheat is prov- 
ing a disappotntment,. 

The central and eastern pottions of the cotton 
belt have suffered from heavy rains, while 
drought has become more serious over the 
greater part of the western distritts, In the 
Carolinas too rank growth is reported, and es- 
pecially on stiff lands, and in Georgia, Florida 
and Alabama heavy rains and high winds have 
caused injury, rust and shedding being quite 
prevalent. In Tennessee, Mississippi and por- 
tions of Arkansas the crop has improved, 

Cotton needs rain throughout Texas, and is 
failing rapidly in the central, southern and 
southwestern portions. Picking is general in 
Texas, and is beginning over the southern and 
central portions of the eastern districts. 

Tobaceo has suffered considerably from rains 
in portions of Maryland, Virginia, North Car- 
olina and Tennessee, but probably greatly ben- 
efited in the last named state as well as in the 
Ohio valley, where cutting is in progress. 

The general outlook for apples continues very 
promising, although slightly improved condl- 
tions are reported from portions of Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois. The excessive rains have 
caused peaches to rot extensively in the mid- 
die and south Atlantic states, 

Generally to the east of the Mississippi river 
the soll is in excellent condition for fall plow- 
ing and favorable progress with this work has 
been made in Kansas, Nebraska and Oklahoma, 
but in the upper Mississippi valley the ground 
is generally too dry.

ITH the appeeach of © autumn 
ami the busy round of social 
gayeties that fill the season, it

/ is natural to reflect longest, perhaps, on 


card parties—those which have been and 
those which are to be. They form so 


large a part of every season’s entertain- 


= ty 


ment, especially that of the fall, the 
winter and the spring, and there seems 
no immediate prospect of a substitute for 
this kind of amusement. that they must 
figure prominently in- any consideration 
of entertainment. 

There is much to be said for and 
against them. They are popular because 
they are comparatively easy upon the 
hostess; they require not much labor be- 
forehand; they are not expensive. and 
their very nature tends to make tHe 
hostess’ duty less difficult in throwing 
people congenitally together with’ a com- 
mon or a similar interest, while they 
are usually delightful to. guests who 
prefer to have their pleasure mapped out 
for them at entertainments rather than 
to plan it for themselves. 

On the’other hand, it is contended that 
they are wearing upon the nerves as a 
result of excitement on the part of those 
who enjoy the game and of boredom on 
the part of those who do not. Arcording 
to some tastes they are not pleasant 
because they do not permit people. to 
bestow their interest as they please, but 
as the chance of the tables decide; that 
it gives rise to abruptness of man- 
ner, etc. 


However, it is not the present inten-. 


tion. to discuss card parties themselves, 
but to deplore the conduct of people who 
go to them, for if it is not always of the 
courteous and agreeable character it 
should be in accordance with the spirit 
of those occasions, which are essentially 
the time for interchange of courtesy and 
the establishment of agreeable relations. 
In the first place, it is remarkable to 
observe how many people think an invi- 
tation to a card party not worthy a re- 
ply: for that is what they insinuate 
when they fail to answer it, dnd many 
a hostess is in fact left in ignorance of 
the number of her guests until they ar- 
rive, and there is consequent confusion. 
When an invitation says “R. 8S. V. P.,”’ 
that is what it means. ~~ 
There are no superfluous words onthe 
little cards that express the invitation, 
and it is gust ae important-for the recip- 
ients to observe the “R. 8. V. P.” as 
the date and surely one would be em- 


'~ ty which was set for Wednesday just be- 


cauge one read the invitation carelessly. 
Yet one is as little expected when one 
does not respond as whén one mistakes 
the date. Quite as vexing confusion is 
caused a hostess by the friend who sends 
her regrets -verbally by one of 
the guests, the message reaching 
its destination at the hour of the 
party. And yet these things happen every 
time’ there is a card party, and therefore 
the score cards have to be rearranged, 
the tables changed, etc. 

It is an old story that when the game 
begins—and it is usually late, because 
people neglect attention just in the same 
way to tha hour named on the card—there 
is oftentimes unpleasant bickering over 
points in the game, rude reproach for an 
innocently bad play, or confusing and 
abrupt challenges to the slow, conscten- 
tious player to play more rapidly. The 
prizes are loudly discussed during the 
progress of the game—their probable num- 
ber and character and comparative beauty 
with relation to prizes at other events. To 
those of any refinement who regard the 
prizes as a delightful incident of the 
game, the unconcealed eagerness of those 
who look upon them as the all-absorbing 
end of the hour’s work—for such the 
game becomes to them—approaches the 
alarming. Strange to relate, it is quite 
a common thing, too, for the expected 
refreshments to be freely talked over 
before they appear—whether there will 
be one course, two or three—with frank 
admission of absolute hunger that the 
hostess may find embarrassing if she 
hears it—and she usually does—when she 
has prepared merely the very appropri- 
ate and sufficient ices, or similar light 
refreshments. 

After lunch, when the prizes are distrib- 
uted, there is sometimes a most amazing 
eagerness among the recipients to get rid 
of them. ; 

“Oh, I couldn't think of taking home a 
prize for my boys to see,’ one matron 
will object. “IT do not permit, them. to 
play cards, and what would they think 
of their mother if she brought home a 


prize!’ Nevertheless, this careful mother 


has played the game and won the prize, 
and, of course, the example does not hurt 
the boys just so she does not take it 
home to scandalize them. 

Some young woman, perhaps, may be 
the winner, but oh, no! she cannot take 
the prize hime, because ‘‘Father never 
permits cards at home, and he thinks it 
is gambling to play for prizes, so I shall 
just give this to So-and-So."’ No doubt 
it is very beautiful thus to sacrifice one’s 
desire for a dainty piece of silver, lace 
or china, but it comes perilously near a 
resemblance to the habit of that young 
lady who receives the visits of a gentle- 
man at a friend's home when he has been 
forbidden that of her parents. In such 
cases one must admire the bravery of the 
hostess who says, ‘Well, I am sure, if 
you do not ‘care for my prize, I gan keep 
it or my other guests will be glad to 
draw for it; because I am.sure they think 


with me that it is pretty.”’

Recipes for Those 
Who Like Peaches 


Hollow out little stale sponge cakes, 
brush with butter inside and out; place 
in each cake two halves of peaches, 
peeled and arranged in natural! form, put- 
ting a little orange marmalade or straw- 
berry preserve in the center. Sprinkle 
with sugar and chopped almonds or pea- 
nuts and bake in oven until peaches are 
tender. Serve with peach sirup flavored 
with vanilla or little sherry. Very ripe 
peaches should be used, so as not to re- 


} quire long cooking. 


This is a nice way to serve peaches 
when they are a little too green and hard 
for eating uncooked: Cut them in halves, 
pare and ftemove the stones; place them 
| in layers, with smooth: side up, in a deep 
earthen pie dish, with the bottom of the 
dish just covered with water; sprinkle 
Sugar over the peaches and cover and 
bake in the oven until tender, but not soft 
enough to: break. These may be served 
hot or'‘cold with whipped cream or 
meringue. 

Take slices of sponge cake, angel food 
or soft ginger bread and trim into rounds; 
covet ‘with ripe peaches cut: small; dust 
with powdered sugar and cover with 
sweetened whipped cream. 

Fill a baking dish with whole peeled 
peaches; add two cups of water; cover 
the dish closely and steam the peaches
